Promoters of Metro, the

The measure, which has 

the Senate and is now 
awaiting a vote in the House, 
would make .it possible for the 
promoters to issue $87,500,000 
in tax-exempt revenue bonds to 
finance construction. The 
project would be a municipal 
rather than a private enter- 
prise. 

The development would be 
in the Village of Champ, com- 
munity of 600 acres and 14 
residents, which was _ incor- 
porated last January by the 
promoters. If the project were 
handled through a private cor- 
poration, the developers would 
® subject to the following 


State property, 7 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation; 
county, 94 cents; R-3 Patton- 
ville school district, $3.19; spe- 
cial school district for handi- 
capped children, 10 cents; Pat- 
tonville-Bridgeton Terrace fire 
protection district, 30 cents; 
county library, 18 cents. 

This adds up to an annual 
tax rate of $4.78, not counting 
federal or state income taxes. 

Bill Bangert, one of the pro- 
moters, has estimated that the 
physical plant would represent 
an investment of $80,000,000. 
If this were private property, 
it would be assessed at 30 per 
eent of actual value, or $24,- 
000,000. Application of the 
$4.78 levy to this tax base 
would mean taxes of $1,147,200 
a year,

BROKEN JUNE 23 
ON RIVERFRONT 


Jefferton National 
on Memorial. 


Groundbreaking ceremonies 
marking the long-awaited start 
of work on the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial will 
be held June 23, the National 
Park Service announced yes- 
terday. 


Bids for relocation of the 
elevated railroad tracks on the 
riverfront, an essential step in 
development of the memorial, 
will be opened June 8. 

Memorial Superintendent 
George B. Hartzog Jr. made 
the anouncements after the 
Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission approved plans for a 
tunnel which will hide the 
railroad tracks as they skirt 
the memorial. 

Relocation of the Terminal 
Railroad's two sets of elevated 
tracks will be the first step in 
development of the $30,000,000 
memorial. About 8000 feet of 
dual tracks will be laid 105 
feet west of the present trestle, 
and 960 feet of the relocated 
tracks will be in the tunnel. 

Three-Phase Operation. 
The track relocation will be 
broken up into three phases: 
(1) construction of the tunnel; 
(2) laying of tracks in the 
southern end, extending from 
Poplar to Plum streets; (3) 
laying of tracks in the northern 
end, extending from Pine street 
to Washington avenue. 
It has been estimated that 
track relocation will cost about 
$2,940,000. The Federal Gov- 
ernment will defray $1,875,000 
of the cost, this sum to come 
from the $2,640,000 Congress 
has appropriated for a start on 
the memorial. Under the for- 
mula by which St. Louis puts 
up $1 for each $3 in federal 
aid, the city will pay $625,000 
o fthe track relocation expense 
with bond funds. The Terminal 
Railroad Association has con- 
tributed $500,000. 
The tunnel will have an 18- 
foot clearance. At the insist- 
ence of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, the WNa- 
tional Park Service has agreed 
to provide a fan apparatus for 
ventilation, although this may 
add $75,000 to the cost. An 
open cut at each end of the 
tunnel will help screen the 
tracks along the levee.

“The independent opinion 
which gives the negotiations 
in the United Nations their 
special character is formed as 
much outside the conference 
halls as inside them,” he added. 

He said it is “hardly reason- 
able to reproach” the U.N. for 
being unable to cope with the 
cold war or for confining itself 
to expressions of principle in 
the Hungarian question.

But the county officials said 
they could not believe there 
had been inside help or local 
participation.

Mob action could not have 
stemmed from any doubt as to 
vigorous prosecution, the coun- 
ty attorney asserted. Parker 
was to have gone on trial last 
Monday. The prosecutor said 
he had intended to demand the 
death penalty and was confi- 
dent of a conviction. 

The 23-year-old Parker 
worked as a hired hand saw- 
ing and hauling pulpwood. His 
father is dead, and he lived 
with his mother in Lumberton, 
13 miles north of Poplarville. 
Their three-room shack is a 
stone’s. throw from a new 
school for Negroes built at a 
cost of $500,000. 

Mrs. Eliza Parker said her 
son earned $30 or $35 a week, 
and sometimes made as much 
as $40 when rain did not cut 
into the work. “He was a good 
boy,” she declared. “He always 
brought his pay home and 
shared it with me.” 

He lacked one year of fin- 
ishing high school when he en- 
listed in the Army. Part of his 
military pay was sent home 
each month until he married a 
girl from Lumberton. The mar- 
riage ended in divorce. 

Asked if her son had been in 
trouble. before, Mrs. Parker 
said he had served a prison 
sentence for stealing Govern- 
ment-owned gasoline and sell- 
ing it. Another son now is in 
military service, and Mack has 
been driving his automobile. 

Case Against Par’ sr. 

H. H. Slade, Lumberton 
town marshal, said Mack 
Parker had been arrested for a 
traffic violation, but had been 
in no serious trouble at home 
until last Feb. 24. On that 
night a resident of Pearl, Miss., 
was driving home from Boga- 
lusa, La., when his automobile 
stalled eight miles north of 
Poplarville. He left his 24- 
year-old wife, who is pregnant, 
and his 4-year-old daughter in 
the car while he went to get 
help. 

The marshal said he had 
evidence that Parker drove by, 
saw the woman and told three 
companions what he was think- 
ing of doing. They begged him 
not to commit any crime, Slade 
said, but after dropping his 
companions in Lumberton 
Parker turned around and 
drove back. 

The woman reported that 
she and her child were forced 
into the assailant’s automobile 
and were driven on a side road 
to a deserted spot where the 
attack occurred. She said the 
man had a bandage on his 
right hand, and the automobile 
he was driving had a broken 
dome light and lacked a cap 
on the steering wheel.

Noting that a number of 
committees have been appoint- 
ed from time to time to study 
national policies, Jackson said 
such groups generally have 
been ineffectual. They usually 
are disbanded quickly and 
their recommendations “more 
often than not” go without ac- 
tion, he asserted. | 

As a continuing agency with 
permanent status and an op- 
portunity to gain an audience 
for its views, the proposed 
academy would not suffer from 
these shortcomings, he added. 

Jackson envisioned the acad- 
emy as independent of the 
President and National Securt- 
ity Council, yet having access 
to both. The new agency would 
make an annual review of the 
position of the United States 
in relations with executive, de- 
partments and agencies con- 
cerned with national security 
policy. 
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Pointing» out that the acad- 
emy also would maintain close 
liaison with universities and 
other agencies that study policy 
matters, Jackson said: 

“There is a vast reservoir of 
talent in this country which is 
not being used to full effective- 
ness in meeting the urgent is- 
sues of national policy. The 
academy would provide a 
means for making use of these 
talents, Certainly, we can ill 
afford not to bring our best 
minds to bear on the problems 
of national survival and the 
building of a peaceful and or- 
derly world.” 

He predicted the cost of the 
new agency would be “incred- 
ibly. small.” He said he plans 
to introduce within a week or 
10 days legislation to establish 
the proposed academy. 

The legislation will be con- 
sidered during an investigation 
that Jackson announced Trecent- 
ly will be started soon by a 
Senate. Government Operations 
subcommittee. The investiga- 
tion will study the nation’s pol- 
icy-making machinery.

Jim Benson, golf sage of 
Greenbriar Hills, had a cap- 
sule description of Bob Coch- 
ran’s excellent performance 
in the North and South tour- 
nament at Pinehurst, N.C. 

“He was putting like he 
invented it,” said Benson. 
“And when he was beaten 
in the semifinals by only 
two down, by that big, strap- 
ping 19-year-old, Jack Nick- 
laus, a Walker Cup player, 
it was nothing but: just ex- 
traordinary credit to Coch- 
ran.”

The paper, backed by a Cath- 
olic foundation, is a supporter 
of President Syngman Rhee’s 
political foe, Vice President 
Chang Myun. It was accused 
of printing false reports and 
seditious comments.

How 21 American States 
Act in Emergency Shown 


By Panamanian Invasion 


ve pcre of American States Takes Speedy 
easures to Halt Conflict—Intervention in Re- 
volt Mounted From Abroad Sets Precedent—Rio 
Treaty Is Called Strongest in the World.

WASHINGTON, May 2. 


THE SWIFT and unprecedented action of the Organization of Amer- 
ican States in the case of the Panama ‘‘invasion’’ this week may have a 
significant effect on future inter-American relations. 


Involved is a new interpretation of the 
Rio Treaty of 1947 (the Inter-American 
Treaty of Reciprocal Assistance) of which 
the 21 American republics are signato- 
ries and which is the cornerstone of the 
peace-making machinery of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


This is the first time the 0.A.S. h 
between 


Republic of Panama.” 


The five previous occasions on which 
the O.A.S. has acted successfully to 
mediate conflicts have involved charges 
leveled by one republic against another. 
The notion that a state might complain 
against a band of invaders not charged 
with representing another country was 
not proposed to the O.A.S. and accepted 
by the organization until the current 
crisis. 

Had the concept been put forward in 
December 1956 when Fidel Castro ter- 
minated a period of exile and landed in 
Cuba with fewer than 90 men, the Batis- 
ta government might have called on the 
©0.A.S. for assistance. Castro overthrew 
the Batista regime two years later. 


NOTING last Monday that this was the 


first time the O.A.S. Council had been. 


asked to act on such a request for aid, 
Arias said: 

“This is precisely the feature that 
makes my request of such great urgency. 
Is there not greater danger in groups of 
individuals banding together on foreign 
‘ territory for the purpose of setting forth 
in conquest of a country, than in one 
state plotting to attack another? 


“This last situation would be rare 
in America, but the possibilities for 
raids such as the one we consider to- 
day would be endless. If the invasion 
of Panama meets with success, it will 
open the door in other small countries 
of the Americas to the violation of 
sovereignty, territorial integrity and 
all that which they hold most dear. 
Today it is Panama—tomorrow another 
“ small American country.” 


The Panama government has said the 
invading force came from Cuba and 
landed last Saturday on the north coast 
20 miles from the entrance to the Pan- 
ama Canal. The invaders were reported 
to number 89 well-armed men—84 Cu- 
bans, three Panamanians, one American 
and one Puerto Rican. Panama asserted 
the foreigners were recruited in Cuba by 
Panamanians plotting to overthrow the 
government of President Ernesto de la 
Guardia. 

Panama invoked article six of the Rio 
pact, which reads: 

“Tf the inviolability or the integrity 
of the territory or the sovereignty or 
political independence of any American 
state should be affected by an aggres- 
sion which is not an armed attack or by 
an extra-continental or intra-continental 
conflict, or by any other fact or situation 
that might endanger the peace of Amer- 
ica, the organ of consultation (0.A.S. 
Council) shall meet immediately to agree 
on the measures which must be taken 
in case of aggression to assist the vic- 
tim of the aggression or, in any case, the 
measures which should be taken for the 
common defense and for the maintenance 
of the peace and security of the conti- 
nent.” 


THE TREATY is widely regarded as 
the strongest international agreement 
now in existence, That is because of the 
“teeth” provided in article eight: 

“For the purposes of this treaty, the 
measures on which the organ of consul- 
tation may agree will comprise one or 
more of the following: Recall of chiefs 
of diplomatic missions; breaking of diplo- 
matic relations; breaking of consular re- 
lations; partial or complete interruption 
of economic relations or of rail, sea, air, 
postal, telegraphic, telephonic and radio- 
telephonic or radio-telegraphic commu- 
nications, and use of armed force.” 

These means of applying pressure have 
yet to be employed. 

The treaty was first invoked Dec. 10, 
1948, a week after it became effective. 
Costa Rica charged an invasion by Nica- 
ragua. The pact was called into play 
the second time in the so-called “Quetzal 
Affair.” This centered around gun-run- 
ning and involved nationals of the Domin- 
ican Republic, Haiti, Cuba and Guate- 
mala.

The third time the treaty was invoked 
was in 1954 when Guatemala was invad-

The Hague. The first four cases were 
settled before drastic action became nec- 
essary. 


MEMBERS of the O.A.S. Council have 
been congratulating themselves on the 
speed with which they acted in the Pan- 
ama case. 


Panama appealed urgently for help 
last Monday when Arias asked for a 
special meeting of the Council. Council 
members agreed to consult their govern- 
ments and to meet again on Tuesday. 

On Tuesday the Council voted unani- 
mously to call a meeting of foreign min- 
isters, a procedural step; to consider 
favorably any request by Panama for 
arms, and to ask members to prevent 
Panamanian rebel activities on their own 
territories. The Cuban delegate, Raul 
Roa, condemned the rebellion and prom- 
ised that the government of Premier 
Fidel Castro would co-operate with the 
O.A.S. 


Also on Tuesday, the acting presi- 
dent of the Council, Julio A. Lacarte 
of Uruguay, picked a five man delega- 
tion to gq immediately by plane to 
Panama to investigate and recommend. 
The five were Ambassador Fernando 
Lobo of Brazil, chairman; John C. 
Dreier, United States delegate to the 
O.A.8., vice chairman; Ambassador 
Juan Plate of Paraguay; Ambassador 
Cesar Barros Hurtado of Argentina, 
and Minister Jorge Hazera of Costa 
Rica. 


The investigating team interviewed 
officials of Panama, four prisoners who 
had been captured by Panama and a 
Cuban army captain who had been 
authorized to establish contact with the 
invaders, The team concluded in a mes- 
sage to Lacarte “that the invasion of Pan- 
amanian soil was organized abroad, that 
the vessel carrying the invaders sailed 
from a Cuban port, and that the invad- 
ing force was composed almost entirely 
of foreigners.” 

The team said it could find no indi- 
cations the invaders were acting in con- 
junction with any government, It recom- 
mended that Cuba be asked to stop one 
or two additional ships reported sailing 
for Panama, and agreed to start on 
Thursday morning peaceful reconnais- 
sance flights using two special aircraft 
furnished by the United States. 


ALTHOUGH not specifically pointed 
up in the O.A.S. deliberations, it is ob- 
vious Panama feared an operation of the 
type successfuly engineered by Castro. 
The government has lately been sensi- 
tive to criticism. Castro -followér$ are 
said to have set their sights mainly on 
the Dominican Republic, Haiti and Nica- 
ragua, rather than Panama, however. 

The United States is particularly con- 
cerned about the security of the Panama 
Canal. For years Panama politicians have 
criticized the United States, for campaign 
purposes, demanding a greater share in 
canal tolls. 

One probable candidate in next year’s 
presidential election is Aquilino Boyd, a 
former foreign minister and member of 
the National Assembly. Boyd’s group 
wants a bigger cut in the canal revenue. 
One of Boyd’s supporters is Gilberto 
Arias, a brother of Roberto Arias. Ro- 
berto Arias, a critic of De la Guardia, 
has been named by Panama as a leader 
of the rebellion, 

The Arias brothers are members of a 
wealthy and influential Panama family. 
They are not related to the Panama Am- 
bassador to Washington. Roberto Arias 
was ambassador to Britain from 1955 to 
1958 and is married to Margo Fonteyn, 
the British ballerina. 

Two weeks ago the nervous Panama 
government asserted it had discovered a 
plot and ordered the arrest of Roberto 
Arias. He and his wife were cruising on 
a rented yacht. When the yacht docked 
in the canal zone, Arias was not aboard. 
Panama police subsequently arrested his 
wife, questioned her, and released her. 
Arias turned up in the Brazilian Embassy 
in Panama, where he found asylum.

Troubled 


After Year of DeGaulle 


But Without Him Many Think Nation Would: 
Face Disaster—Terror and Torture Accompany 
‘the Effort to ‘Integrate’ Algeria into France.

THIS COUNTRY today is summed up in one man. That man is Gen- 
eral Charles de Gaulle. What was true a year ago is equally true now. 


Between the Fourth Republic and a 
future of dark and bloody uficertainty 
there was only De Gaulle. After nearly 
12 months of the Fifth Republic the 
present and the future are. still De 
Gaulle. 

The general has made-an heroic ef- 
fort. He has undertaken to rebuild a 
center of authority for a reasonable gov- 
ernment freed of the splintering political 
factions that plagued France after 1945 
and gave the Communists an opportunity 
to make as much trouble as possible. 


But all of De Gaulle’s efforts have 
been under the handicap of the con- 
tinuing war in Algeria. This open 
wound has gone on draining away 
blood and treasure, with 400,000 French 
troops pinned down in the long-drawn- 
out “pacification” of the Moslem na- 
tionalists and their National Front of 
Liberation. 4 


In a small village near Bougie, in Al- 
geria, a group of French settlers were 
seated in a bar the other day about to 
celebrate the election of a new mayor. 


They raised their glasses for a toast and 


at that point a bomb exploded, killing 
seven and wounding 12, among them Sev- 
eral French soldiers from a nearby base, 
This kind of horror, repeated over and 
over, fills the French with fury and frus- 
tration. 

They retaliate with torture and sum- 
mary execution of captured rebels. Re- 
cently Roman Catholic chaplains with the 
French forces in Algeria wrote a letter 
of public protest against the methods of 
torture used against Moslem prisoners. 

The way in which news of this letter 
was treated in France, with only a few 
lines in the press, illustrates one of De 
Gaulle’s problems. Public opinion as it 
normally operates in a democracy is vir- 
tually nonexistent in France today. The 
moderate center De Gaulle hoped to 
build up as a buttréss for his drive to 
reshape the destiny of France has ‘not 
materialized. . 


IN HIS YEAR in office he has done 
many things. He has revalued and 
strengthened the franc, increased taxes 
and cut subsidies including veterans pen- 
sions, put in a new constitution curbing 
the excesses of the Assembly and con- 
centrating much power in the presidency 
which he occupies. Under his ardent 
apostle, Deputy Premier Jacques Sous- 
telle, the Sahara oil development has 
been pushed so intensively that Sous- 
telle claims in five or six years France 
will supply her own oil needs thereby 
saving several hundred million dollars 
annually in foreign exchange. 


In foreign policy, De Gaulle has 
teamed up with West Germany’s Chan- 
cellor Adenauer to assert a strong po- 
sition for a Europe for sovereign pow- 
ers united although not integrated.. 
The French are saying that the agree- 
ment of the Western foreign ministers 
to present an all-or-nothing negotiating 
package, as it is represented by the 
French, means a triumy’ for the De 
Gaulle line and a rebuff to the British, 


There can be no doubt that

The Senate 
chopped $33,000,000 from the Governor's two- 
year budget for fiscal 1959-61. 

These cuts would reduce spending to about 
the present level for almost every state insti- 
tution and service. The demands upon those 
institutions have increased and costs have 
risen. Freezing the budget at the existing 
level, therefore, means sharp reduction in 
the level of services. That is why Gov. Blair, 
after a most intensive study of all state serv- 
ices, recommended the budget which the 
Senate has now slashed. Missourians should 
be clear about just what such a cut means. 

It means a six-million-dollar reduction in 

* operating funds for higher education as rec- 
ommended by Gov. Blair. The University of 
Missouri, for example, needs better pay 
scales to retain good teachers and better 
facilities for rapidly increasing enrollment. 
Yet the Senate bill cuts five millions from 
the University operating and capital budget.

The budget freeze means that each of the 
state’s mental hospitals would lose close to a 
million dollars recommended by the Gover- 
nor in the biennial budget, just when Mis- 
souri has determined to improve its inade- 
quate mental health program. The St. Louis 
State Hospital would be cut a million dollars 
and the St. Louis State Training School would 
lose nearly as much, including new money 
for patient care, and each would suffer 
further losses in capital improvements. 

It means that the state’s welfare program 
would lag by seven millions. All hope of 
modest increases in benefits for the aged, 
blind and dependent children would be de- 
stroyed and the program of hospital care for 
welfare recipients would be blotted out. 

It means that the prison improvement pro- 
gram would reach a dead end despite the 
tragic lessons of the 1954 penitentiary riots. 

The budget reduction means many other 
things—reducing the Governor’s considered 
proposals for aiding public schools, helping 
handicapped children, acquiring federal aid 
for science. And major state offices would 
trim their budgets by some four millions. 

A separate victim of the Legislature’s 
timidity about new taxes is the expanded 
state highway program, on which the Senate 
and House cannot agree. 

Yet every member of the Legislature knows 
that holding appropriations to the level of 
this year is an irresponsible answer to Mis- 
souri’s public necessity. For such a policy 
not only would stop improvement of state 
services; it would mean reducing those serv- 
ices. A state confronted with an increasing 
population, rising costs and a“fixed income 
faces a triple threat of backwardness.

The blame for the current impasse lies 
with legislators who are afraid even to dis- 
cuss new revenue sources, and especially with 
Senator Hogan’s Ways and Means Committee, 
where Gov. Blair’s tax program is stalled. 

The Governor proposed increased liquor 
and cigarette taxes and a use tax of 2 per 
cent on out-of-state purchases. These meas- 
ures would produce the money to balance his 
budget. Moreover, if Missouri would follow a 
dozen other states to a pay-as-you-go income 
tax system, it would raise half the needed 
revenue without increasing taxes at all. 

Gov. Blair is now reported to have given up 
his opposition to tax withholding and several 
Senate leaders have come to the opinion that 
it could help solve their budget problem. 

Between income tax withholding and the 
Governor’s program, the Legislature can find 
its way out of the financial crisis. Nobody 
likes higher taxes, of course, but Missouri 
ranks eighteenth nationally in per capita in- 
come and forty-fourth in per capita taxation. 
This state can afford to pay for better govern- 
ment. We have not heard any legislator 
argue that Missouri can afford worse. 


Senator Kennedy’s Good Example 


Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts has de- 
clared himself in favor of repealing the spe- 
cial loyalty oath required of students who 
receive loans under the Defense Education 
Act. He has dong so in recognition of the 
fact that there is a growing list of colleges 
that have declined to take funds under a law 
whose disclaimer affidavit amounts to a re- 
flection on the patriotism of loyal students. 
We trust that Senators Hennings and Syming- 
ton of Missouri both are opposed to the oath 
requirement and are sure that Senator Doug- 
las is also opposed. If enough Congressmen 
will declare themselves the repeal of this of- 
fensive as well as ineffective throwback to the 
McCarthy era will take place almost auto- 
matically. 


No Recipes 

Congressman Paul C. Jones of Kennett 
wants to stop the practice of inserting trash 
and trivia, recipes and garden club speeches, 
in the Congressional Record. He says the 
best bet is for members to object when any- 
one asks for undgimons consent to insert 
such extraneous material in the Record, but 
concedes this is not a very good bet.

To Enlarge the Park System 


Advisory boards to agencies of the Fed- 
eral Government often do little but meet and 
sometimes they do not even do that. It is 
good to see that the Advisory Board on the 
National Parks takes its duties seriously and 
offers definite proposals to the Department 
of the Interior. The members of this ad- 
visory group have just made two sets of 
recommendations to Secretary Seaton and 
urged him to seek the approval of Congress. 

First, the board sees that the National 
Park Service is short on national shoreline 
areas and it foresees a time when desirable 
park sites on our shores will not be as easy 
to obtain as now. So it recommends four 
shore areas as follows: Portions of Cape Cod, 
Mass.; Padre Island, near Corpus Christi, 
Tex.; Indiana dunes, just east of Chicago on 
Lake Michigan; and Pacific dunes in Oregon. 

But the National Park’s Advisory Board 
knows that little land has been set aside in 
the heart of the United States and so it pro- 
poses a 34,000-acre area near Manhattan, 
Kan., which has particular significance as a 
tall grass prairie. It also proposes a short 
grass area at a site yet to be designated. 

The population of the country grows by 
leaps and bounds every year. The great 
playgrounds of the people must grow, too. 
Appropriations to keep up and extend the 
Park Service are government investments, 
and sound, necessary investments at that. 


Prince Henry’s Problem 


Prince Henry of Hesse spoke with noblesse 
oblige when he said the feeling between him 
and Princess Margaret of England was mere- 
ly one of “warm mutual sympathy,” but we 
want him to know that we are not taken in 
by that kind of talk for a minute. a 

There are a number of very interesting 
feelings which are possible between a Prince 
and a Princess—or a fellow and a girl—and 
warm mutual sympathy is one of them, right 
along With cold mutual dislike. But neither 
of those emotions exists in a vacuum, and 
there are in fact a large and even appalling 
number of other emotions that accompany 
the sympathy—or the dislike. 

It is the complexity, the intangibleness and 
sometimes the unidentifiability of the re- 
sponses people evoke in each other that lend 
these little matters their untouchable fresh- 
ness, their charm, and their challenge. Some 
warm sympathy of our own goes out to Prince 
Henry for his effort to express the inexpressi- 
ble in a few well-chosen words. As an old 
hand at trying, ‘we can assure him it can’t 
be done. 


The Country Will Survive 


The United States foreign service will not, 
in our opinion, be irreparably damaged by 
Clare Booth Luce’s decision to resign her 
ambassadorship to Brazil. 

As a matter of fact, President Eisenhower 
now has a splendid opportunity to do what 
he must wish he had done in the first place— 
appoint to this post a top-quality career offi- 
cer with Latin American experience, a knowl- 
edge of Brazil’s language and people, deep 
sympathy for and understanding of the acute 
problems that face the country. 

Mrs. Luce says in effect that she has de- 
cided not to take the post because of what 
Senator Morse or unidentified “political ele- 
ments” might do in the future. They could, 
she says, water the seeds of hostile suspicion 
planted by the Senate debate on her con- 
firmation, and thus impair the usefulness of 
her mission to Brazil. 

Well, maybe they could, but would it not 
make more sense for Mrs. Luce to wait until 
they did? She is convinced that Senator 
Morse would subject her mission to “cone 
tinuing harassment.” But a_ resignation 
would be more explicable as a result of har- 
assment than it is in anticipation of it. One 
suspects that her public statement does not 
tell the whole story as to why she felt it 
best to give up the post for which the Senate 
confirmed her by 79 to 12. And it is cer- 
tainly understandable that Senate leaders 
would “laugh off” Senator Capehart’s pro- 
posal to reprimand Senator Morse. 

Like her husband, Mrs. Luce is convinced 
that all the trouble stems from the deter- 
mination of Senator Morse and others to 
“undermine” her usefulness. It ma

In the United 
States, generally regarded as a world 
leader and a land of opportunity, a 
full professor earns only twice as 
much as a mechanic. 

The German professor is not happy, 
because before the war he earned 
six times as much as a mechanic. The

States Government expenditures to 
advance science shows that we have 
spent 100 billion dollars on produc- 
tion, 20 billion on development (non- 
creative research), and only $100,- 
000,000 on creative personnel. 


All of the money spent by the Gov- 
ernment last year on oceanography 
amounted roughly to only the cost of 
four miles of highway. 

This is because, with few excep- 
tions, top-level Washington has had 
a tendency to consider oceanography 
a “little” subject, impractical and not 
worthy of national interest. 

With Russia forging ahead in this 
field—and in the light of its obvious 
major importance—a shift in policy 
at the White House level which would 
give marine scientists proper support 
is indicated.

Her pessimistic appraisal 
Of war and its present consequences are 
set forth in a long introduction and a 
short conclusion, There was a time, she 
says, when it seemed that “the people” 
were being slaughtered for the greater 
glory of their “leaders.” Now she fears 
that the impulse to destruction is uni- 
versal and endemic and affects leaders 
and led alike. 

The willingness of “the people” to 
connive, if not to conspire, in their own 
extinction is evident in their continu- 
ing response to slogans. People still say 
it is better to die in a nuclear war than 
to surrender their freedom, without 
seeming to realize that freedom—along 
with the other verbal symbols we live 
by—will have no meaning on a poi-

She does not deal in statistics nor 
politics though, but in human emotions. 
She had been warned beforehand that, 
once she had become “saturated with 
India’s glamour and mysticism,” she 
would suffer from a feeling of guilt. 
She did. Her journey towards mother- 
hood is one of “discovery of herself 
and her fellow-travelers.” Gandhi and 
Nehru are incidental.

THIS NOVEL BY THE AUTHOR of “I, Rachel,” has 
for its main character a London cabaret girl with the pulp- 
heroine name of Summer Day. And at first, the author tends 
to keep you stumbling through a thicket of characters and 
flash-backs that lead from Summer’s “cold, small bedroom off 
Baker Street” in London; to her dead soldier-lover, Lindsay 
Orde, in India; to Lindsay’s much-alive aunt, Lady Lissenden, 
in Wroth Castle, in the heart of Scotland; to young Munro 
Kinaird in his bedroom ‘‘on the top floor of his grandmother’s 
old home in Great Western Road,” Glasgow; to Munro's bril- 
liant minister uncle, Torq il Kinaird, just as he is about to 
broadcast on Savoy Hill, in London. 

But don’t let these things keep you from going on with 
the book. For if you stay with Summer as she goes to a 
London doctor, learns that her cough is endangering her 
health, and then loses her job as one of Mr. Sylvania’s Sun- 
beams, a “number one cabaret troupe” dancing and singing 
at the aging, but still pretentious Apollo Restaurant in Lon- 
don, you will find yourself increasingly absorbed. 

Summer is finally rescued from her bleak joblessness by 

her dead soldier-lover, Lindsay, who has willed her not only 
a small.inheritance, but a big old house on twelve acres of 
land, “twelve miles from Drumgeldy in Wroth, Scotland.” 
When Summer starts out for her new estate, A Mile Rom- 
anach, or the Roman Mile, she finds young Munro Kinaird 
in her compartment on the train. She not only learns that 
this cynical, arrogant, but good-looking young man grew up 
in Arra, right next to A Mile Romanach, but that he once 
tried to buy the estate from Lindsay and now wants to buy 
it from her. Summer refuses to sell, then makes Munro 
Kinaird even more furious when she accidentally splashes 
a cup of milk in his face. 
AS THE TRAIN TRAVELS THROUGH Scotland, the 
author gives us some breath-taking descriptions of the High- 
lands, which rise in splendor, until Summer arrives at her 
inheritance, a stone house that dates back to the sixteenth 
century, is furnished with priceless antiques, has Gaelic in- 
scriptions over the doors, and offers views of a superb water- 
fall out of all its important windows. From then on, the 
beauty and power of the author’s descriptions keep building, 
along with the plot (which skirts but adroitly misses the bogs 
of the melodramatic), until we cannot lay the book down. 

The author’s real name is Peggy Morrison, and she belongs 
to a family which lived in the wilds of Scotland for genera- 
tions. Also, like Summer, she has been on the professional 
stage. Besides “I, Rachel,” her books include “A Man Named 
Luke,” “Her Grace Presents,” and “The Hour Awaits,” a-

Franco's Uneasy Spain 
A Much Needed Report 


SPAIN’S STRUGGLE FOR FREEDOM, by Lawrence Ferns- 
worth. (Beacon Press, 376 pgs., $6.)

AFTER A RELATIVELY LONG PERIOD of 
comparative obscurity, Dictator Franco’s Spain is back in 
the news these days. There have been strikes and demon- 
strations against the iron-handed rule of the last survivor 
of the partnership with Hitler and Mussolini. These protests 
have been followed by arrests and imprisonment. Some young 
Spaniards have even been so bold as to come out for a new 
political party as an alternative to the Falangists—the only 
party allowed in police state Spain. 

Franco himself has been in the public eye of late. He has 
dedicated his own prospective tomb, officially called the 
Valley of the Fallen, on the twentieth anniversary of the 
end of the Spanish civil war. He arranged for the removal 
of the body of Jose Primo de Rivera, Falangist founder, 
to the colossal mausoleum, which is in a mountain range 30 
miles north of Madrid, There is agitation over a successor 
to Franco and in these stirrings the old Monarchists are 
among the most active. 

On a long pipe line that swings northeast through Spain, 

the Sixteenth Air Force of the United States Strategic Air 
Command is now in full operation at a series of bases, built 
partly to defend Western Europe and partly to prop up 
Franco’s sagging economy with many millions from the 
United States Treasury. It is a question as to how much 
good this has done the United States since anti-Franco 
Spaniards are tending to turn anti-American and Franco is 
careful not to mention the billion dollars plus that he has 
received from this country in recent years. 
TO UNDERSTAND SPAIN ‘AND ITS PLACE 
in the world today there is no better means than Lawrence 
Fernsworth’s excellent book, “Spain’s Struggle for om,” 
For it is safe to say that few if any American writers have 
been in closer touch with Spain over the last quarter century 
than this well-informed, articulate, friend of the Spanish 
people, their culture and aspirations to be free. 

In the bitter Spanish civil war, Mr. Fernsworth was a news- 
paper correspondent, reporting the bloody conflict that di- 
vided Spanish families. For 10 years he was in Spain for the 
Times of London and he was also a special reporter for The 
New York Times. ‘ 

But Mr: Fernsworth’s report on Spain begins far back. He 
brings up as a historical witness the noted historian, Charles 
H. MelIlwain of Harvard, to show that before freedom was 
an ideal in Europe as a whole, it was a goal of Spaniards 
in the 1200s. Against this long historical background, he 
tells the story of the Second Republic, which came into 
being in 1931. :

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| Maillol Sculptures at Museum 
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“Womanness of Woman” in Classically Simplified Figures

THE FIRST MAJOR SHOW of 

_, the sculptures of Aristide Maillol to 

_ tour the United States has opened at 
the City Art Museum. 

Maillol, the French sculptor who 
died in 1944 at the age of 83, is better 
known in the American hinterland by 

reputation than through direct con- 
tact with his works, They are in a 
number of museums and private col- 
lections, but widely scattered, and his 
_ turn-of-the-century painter contempo- 
raries are likely to be more familiar to 
. the general public.

MAILLOL’S SCULPTURE has 
but one motif—the human body, and 
particularly the female body. He was 
the last major practitioner in the tra- 
dition of naturalistic forms, and an ex- 
hibition of a large number of his 
works shows how consistently he held 
to his theme, and how profoundly he 
realized it. 


Maillol began his professional career 
as a tapestry designer. He was born 
Dec. 8, 1861, at Banyuls, a French fish-

There 
he married Clotilde Narcisse, a girl in 
his workshop, and attained a measure 
of recognition by showing his tapestries 
at exhibitions in Brussels and Paris, 
Before this could be turned to any fi- 
nancial advantage, however, his eyes 
gave out, and he had to find a new 
field. 


MAILLOL HAD DONE some 
sculpture in wood and terra cotta, and 
had tried his hand at woodcut prints. 
Now, at a studio on the outskirts of 
Paris, he turned exclusively to sculp- 
ture. Not only did he regain his sight, 
but his financial Juck changed. In 
1900, the dealer Ambroise Vollard 
bought several of his small works in 
terra cotta and had them cast in 
bronze. Two years later, enough of his 
works were purchased from a group 
show in Paris to enable Maillol to heat 
his studio. , 


The artist’s wife, his favorite model, 
began posing for “Mediterranean,” a 
series of versions of a seated figure 
which became his most widely known 
work. A life-size “Mediterranean” was 
done in 1901, and there are two later 
small versions — one only four inches 
high, the other eight inches — in the 
St. Louis show. 


All these show a seated nude, varied 
slightly in the hair style and in the 
treatment of the left arm, with head 


meditatively bent and ‘the legs pulled ” 


up to give the figure a circular flow 
of line. Each epitomizes what Andrew 
Carnduff Ritchie once termed Maillol’s 
overriding idea — “the womanness of 
woman, the earth-mother of the peas- 
ant, folk memory.” It is a figure de- 
rived from Michelangelo’s “Night,” of 
the Tomb of Giuliano de’ Medici, but 
whereas the Renaissance figure is tense 
with troubled sleep, the’ “Mediterran- 
ean”’ is serene and relaxed. 


AN INTERESTING QUALITY 
of the Maillol figures is their monu- 
mentality, regardless of size. In con- 
trast to Rodin, who gave his tautly 
vibrant figures a surface enrichment 
by breaking up the planes of musc!<, 
flesh and bone with light-reflecting 
and light-interrupting facets of stone 
and bronze, Maillol worked for a syn- 
thesis of form. His massive planes are 
smooth, his figures have clear-cut, 
smooth-flowing outlines, and his forms 
are idealized in a style that springs 
directly from classic Greece. 

There are seven large figures in the 
travelling show and 33 miniatures. 
There are also seven drawings, a sig- 
nificant inclusion, for Maillol did most 
of his sculptures from drawings on 
which he made his initial studies of 
the living model. 

His feeling for monumental form is 
evident in the drawings, and it is par- 
ticularly so in his woodcuts. He did 
woodcut illustrations for an edition of 
Vergil’s “Eclogues” and “Les Geor- 
giques,” and for Ovid’s “L’Art d’Aim- 
er.” Specimens of these works are on 
view at the Three Arts Shop, 6501 
Delmar boulevard, where they are run-

MIKHAIL GLINKA’S “Life for the Tsar” was the first 
wholly nationalistic Russian opera and the start of a move- 
ment that was to lead Russian composers away from European 
eclecticism. As an opera with such a title is not likely to find 
a place in the repertories of Soviet companies it is not surpris- 
ing that it should be recorded by artists working on the 
sunny side of the Iron Curtain. The Slavic names in the 
cast belong to Jugoslavs.

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New Horizons for Women 


*’ By MILLICENT CAREY McINTOSH 
NO SUBJECT has caused more ¢on- 


“= troversy during the past ‘half century 
“- than the status of women. No area of 


human relations is more fraught with 
. disagreement, misunderstanding and 
“. prejudice. There are no final solutions 
~ to this problem, but I would like to 
> make a few suggestions that could be 
“ applied in particular cases. My main 
point is that no new horizons for women 
can exist without new horizons for men 
also. 

Since the Second World War women 
have become increasingly important, In 
recent years many books and magazine 
articles have been written on both sides 
of the issue. In many instances there 
has been an upsurge of neo-anti- 
feminism; some people believe that 
women who seek horizons beyond their 
homes are harming their families. They 


insist that a woman’s entire interest 


should be focused on the home. Let me 
point out that this attitude was also 
shared by Hitler and Mussolini. 


May I call to your attention how in- 
evitable is this controversy. The age- 
old role of the woman cannot be greatly 
modified even in a century. The moth- 
ers of the race, who from the beginning 
of time have nurtured their children 
and kept the home, cannot expect to 
revolutionize their place in society with- 
out meeting a very complex series of 
problems. 

THE SPEED with which changes 
have come has fot helped. Within the 
last 50 years higher education for wom- 
-@n has jumped from 5237 college gradu- 
ates in 1900 to 103,799 in 1955, or more 
than twenty-fold. The march of indus- 
.trialism has trampled on the home, 
changing the homestead into a’ stream- 
lined apartment equipped with scores of 
gadgets. The large patriarchal family 
has dwindled to the modern father, 
mother, and on the whole, fewer chil- 
dren. Grandparents, aunts and uncles 
no longer are part of a family picture. 

At the same time, the whole profes- 
sional, industrial, and business world 
has opened to women. Gradually, one 
graduate school after another has ac- 
cepted them; very few occupations are 
now closed to them. But the horizons 
have widened too quickly. Theoretically, 
women can do anything; but actually, 
society has not yet made the psycho- 
logical and social adjustments that are 
necessary to take full advantage of these

are open whether we like it or not; it is 
only a question of what path we take 
to meet them.

MILLICENT CAREY McINTOSH 
who work. In 1900 there were 5,319,000 
as compared with 21,194,000 in 1956.

THE ATTITUDE of institutions 
toward successful women is gradually 
changing, and promotions are miore 
open than ever before in every field 
they enter, But their horizons will never 
truly expand until men and women to- 


' gether regard the problems of a woman 


as similar to those of a man, Thus, a 
woman should not expect to break a 
contract because she wants to be mar- 


: Filed, and a man should not urge her to 


do so. When a woman is regarded as a 


‘person rather than as a female, by men 


and women alike, she will not be handi- 
capped at every turn in attaining suc- 
cess. Very often women are more to be 
blamed than men in accepting a lower 
role. Women with top-notch educations 
should not waste them on inferior jobs. 

Most important of all among new 
horizons is the modern concept of the 
woman as the mother of the family. 
Here, too, men and women must develop 
this concept together if it is to be effec- 
tive. Most difficult of all is to eradi- 
cate certain stereotypes of the woman 
as wife and mother. These developed 
from the patriarchal, pre-industrial- 
revolution home, when the mother was 
teacher, physician, administrator, when 
she made the clothes (or supervised the 
making), conserved the -food supply. 
The 24-hour mother was. master of 


many arts and professions in one. To- 


day, however, this role is a dry and 
empty shell. Now, under modern condi- 
tions of living, she is left alone with 
the routines of the home. ‘ 

Consequently for lack of anything 
else to do she pampers the children and 
over-organizes her family. This prob- 
lem has not really been understood, or 
solved. 

As soon as men and women together 
realize that the modern home is a co- 
operative venture, women will be free 
to develop themselves so that they can 
contribute the maximum to their fam- 


' flies and attain the deepest happiness 


for themselves. 

It is essential that men accept women 
in this new role. No matter how excited 
women may be about the good life, they 
lose heart when their husbands- object.

‘‘A LINCOLN PORTRAIT’’ by Aaron Copland is 
given an effective performance by the New York Philhar- 
monic Orchestra with Andre Kostelanetz conducting and 
Carl Sandburg as narrator. This work seems to have been 
designed for the purpose of making an immediate impact 
upon a heterogeneous audience, Its success even in this 
fespect owes much to the quotations from Lincoln’s speeches 
and writings which Copland has chosen and which Sandburg 
declaims in his rich bardic voice. The record also contains 
the “New England Triptych” by William Schumann and the 
Intermezzo from Act Four of Samuel Barber’s opera “Vanes- 
sa.” (Columbia, Monaural, one record.) 

THE SACRED MUSIC of Thomas Tallis, the sixteenth 
century English composer, is little known to the general public 
but a recording of his “Lamentations of Jeremiah,” and Mass 
for Four Voices and a short motet should be immediately 
accessible to everybody. Both are affected by a devotional 
ardor expressed through beautiful melody and an unfailingly 
rich and satisfying harmonic invention. The mass is fairly 
simple and homophonic; the “Lamentations” involve a great 
variety of mood, solid texture, animated contrapuntal designs 
and a consistent transparency. In short the music is inspired 
and masterly. The New York Pro Musica, with Noah Green- 
berg directing, a group that specializes in sixteenth and 
seventeenth century music gives a rewarding performance. 
A concert of viols is used in the mass on the assumption that 
an instrumental accompaniment of some kind was appropriate 
though not specified in the text. (Decca, Stereophonic, one 
record.)

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GUNEA SHOWS 
ATMOSPHERE OF 
RON CURTAIN 


By GEORGE McARTHUR 

CONAKRY, Guinea, May 2 
(AP)—The Communists have 
put a big foot in the door of 
Africa by establishing them- 
selves in newly independent 
Guinea. 

Just how deep the Reds are 
dug in is open to question but 


is abundant. 

A strange, for Africa, “Iron 
Curtain” atmosphere is imme- 
diately felt by new arrivals 
here. French settlers and 
tradesmen remaining in Guinea 
are hesitant to talk to outsiders 
about politics. When they do, 
many prefer to speak English 
for fear of prying ears. 

The same fear has dampened 
the normal gaiety of the Afri- 
cans themselves. The unchal- 
lenged one-party rule of dy- 
namic Premier Sekou Toure in- 
cludes such Marxist trappings 
as informers, the of 
“comrade” and more or less 
compulsory attendance at some 
party functions. 

The most obvious evidence 
of the Red presence is the num- 
ber of Iron Curtain trade. dele- 
gations and diplomats. Rus- 
sians, Czechs, Bulgarians and 
East Germans are numerous. 
With them are Communist 
journalists. 

The army of Guinea, about 
2000 men, is armed with Czech 
rifles and sub-machine guns. 
In addition the Guineans have 
received three armored cars, 
two light tanks and an assorted 
lot of other equipment, includ- 
ing field kitchens. 

The arms were delivered by 
Polish ships which call regu- 
larly here. 

Another indication of Com- 
munist interest is the number 
of Guineans being sent behind 
the Iron Curtain to various 

, rallies and trade affairs. 

Guinea’s foreign trade is 
another item. At least 25 per 
cent of it is pledged to Iron 
Curtain countries and some 
sources say much more. Local 
importers find it impossible to 
get licenses for products not 
made behind the Iron Curtain. 

“What is happening here is 
a tragedy,” said one itish 
trader. “The country will be 
economically tied hand and 
foot within a year unless some- 
one does something.” 

Many of the aspects of Com- 
munism here are simply the 
trappings of any authoritarian 
state, which Guinea definitely 
is. They are also more under- 
standable in the light of Afri- 
can politics, where strong left- 
ist tendencies always have 
been apparent. Toure says, 
with some justice, that eco- 
nomic and military aid from 
the Reds was a necessity when 
France cut him off. 

In total, however, the result 
has been to give Guinea a 
strong tinge of Red.

. . . atoms, the basic units of 
all living and material things. 


These are atoms of platinum, 
arranged in nature’s jewel-like 
symmetry of crystal patterns. 
You are seeing the atoms on 
the tip of the point of an ultra- 
sharp needle. 


Dr. Muller fiddles with some 
controls on his microscope. 
Atoms suddenly fly away, 
pulled loose by electrical force, 
changing the pattern as new 
underlying crystal layers be- 
come visible. 


A Different Approach. 


This microscope is the in- 
vention of a physicist who be- 
lieves “if you want to do some- 
thing ‘which is really ,good, 
then do it differently t t 
has ever been done before.” 


Dr. Mueller, German-born 
senate of physics at the 

ennsylvania State University, 
did just that in developing the 
field ion microscope which 
makes individual atoms visible 
for the first time. 


Far from being just a scien- 
tific curiosity, it provides a 
new tool to learn how to make 
better, stronger metals. It 
could also have other potent 
practical benefits. 

All metals consist of small 
crystals. Much of their 
strength comes from the ar- 
rangement of atoms in the 
crystals. But few metals con- 
tain all-perfect crystals. Holes 
and faults in the pattern create 
weaknesses. Under stress, 
these faults can slip through 
the crystal and make -it break. 

Dr. Mueller’s microscope can 
actually see the atoms to 
spot imperfections, and check 
whether the imperfections can 
be pinned by adding other ele- 
ments. Carbon atoms, for ex- 
ample, can pin or stop the 
motion of imperfections in 
crystals of iron and so make 
stronger steel. 

Tremendous Forces. 

Dr. Mueller can put his met- 
al samples under stress and 
relaxation

scope, and watch what hap- 
pens. The electric field can 
create a force or pull on the 
needle tip equal to a mechan- 
ical stress of 1,600,000 pounds 
per square inch. This is equal 
to 10 times~the breaking 
strength of a steel wire or pi- 
ano wire. 

His ion microscope evolved 
from a field emission electron 
microscope which he developed 
20 years ago in Berlin. With 
the older microscope he could 
see the crystal arrangements 
er patterns of atoms. 

' But he wanted to see indi- 
vidual atoms—and this he can 
do with his ion microscope. 
It is constructed mainly of a 
glass vacuum tube with metal | 
electrodes inside to produce a. 
powerful electrical field. 
He shapes an _ ultra-sharp 
needle point, 1000 times sharp- 
er than an ordinary pin, of 
platinum, tungsten, or other 
étal which he wants to study. 
Bharp as the needle point is, 
its tip area still is composed 
®f* some 100,000 individual 
atoms. é 
Needle Tip in Tube. 


The needle tip is mounted 
inside a glass tube, and the 
air is pumped out, harp | a 
vacuum. A jacket of liquid hy- 
drogen cools the needle point 
to a temperature of 420 de- 
grees below zero, fahrenheit. 

Then a measured amount of 
fnért helium gas is introduced 
into the chamber. Electric high 
voltage is applied, up to 30,- 
000 atoms-microscope volts 
producing a field strength of 
500,000,000 volts per centi- 
‘meter around the needle tip. 

The helium atoms whip 
around in the vacuum tube. 
Some dart off and hit atoms on 
the needle point at tremendous 
speed. They freeze there on the 
cold metal for a millionth of a | 
second. 

They get cold feet — they 
move around very slowly. When 
they rise above one of the pro- 
tuding metal atoms of the crys- 
tal, they suddenly loge an elec- 
tron. 

“They become positively- 
charged ions. They take off in 
the high electric field and 
shoot off in a direct line to hit 
the fluorescent screen opposite 
the needle point. Doing this, | 
they create the image of the 
atom they have just left,” Dr. 
Mueller explains. 


10 Billion a Second. 


Each second some 10 billion 
helium atoms hit the screen, 
picturing the individual atoms 
they had touched. They create 
a faintly glowing picture visi- 
ble to the eye in the darkened 
laboratory. They can also be 
photographed—and the pic- 
tures can show how strong a 
particular metal or alloy is. 

Is there any hope ever of 
seeing inside single atoms, to 
see their hearts or nuclei, and 
how they are built? 

The trouble is that the heart 
of an atom is 100,000 times 
smalle an the single atom 
itself, Dr-“Muell ints _ out. 
No microscope yet conceiv- 
able which could penetrate into 
that infinitesimal universe of 
the atom itself. 

But the field ion microscope, 
from the brain of a scientist 
who wanted to do something 
better, is making atoms stand

NEW YORK, May 2 (AP) 

ARE AMERICANS today afraid to speak their minds? 

The question is raised by John Braine, one of Britain's 
brightest new literary talents. 

Many British visitors in the past have complained that 
Americans, if anything, 
are too vocal about things 
they know little about. 
But Braine, after a two- 
week tour ranging from 
Boston to Chicago, said: 

“This seems to be a 
country where I don’t 
hear people giving their 
opinions out loud about 
any issues. 

“It might be fear. It 
might be something else. 
I haven’t been here long 
enough to tell.” 

Braine, classified as one 
of England’s “angry young

“I write slowly— 
in longhand, and I write three drafts of each book.

St. Louis Berry Gang on the Skid 
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Formed in State Prisons, Group That Specialized 
In Supermarket and Tavern Robberies Is Falling 
Apart—It’s Back to: Penitentiary for Most of Them

_. MARVIN DALE BERRY and 
the hoodlums who associate 
with him consider themselves 
a hep bunch, They know the 
angles, know where the big 


money is, know how to outwit .

world. Above all, they know 
how to keep their lips but- 
toned. 


They used to meet in the 
early and middle 1950s during 
recreation periods in the yards 
of the Missouri Penitentiary 
and Algoa Intermediate Re- 
formatory. Talking in guarded 
tones with words formed by 
unmoving lips, they made plans 
for the future.

executed with the dispatch of 
professionals. Sometimes their 
faces were concealed by grin- 
ning Halloween masks.

Make-up tricks were em- 
ployed. The robbers wore false 
hair. Eyebrow pencil, mascara 
and lipstick were daubed on 
their faces to make identifica- 
tion difficult. 

When caught, members of 
the gang resorted to intimida- 
tion. Witnesses were threat- 
ened with death or mutilation 
if they made identifications in 
court. One witness—an attrac- 


tive young waitress — was. 
slashed repeatedly on the face, ° 


chest and arms when she re- 
fused to change her story of a 
shooting in which a Berry as- 
sociate was involved. 
Supermarkets were the choice 
targets. The jobs were thor- 
oughly cased to insure that the 
effort would be rewarding. 


Getaway plans were pains- 
takingly rehearsed. At least 
two automobiles, one of them 
stolen, were used, The first 
car was abandoned a short dis- 
tance from the scene of the 
crime, The robbers then trans- 
ferred to a second car. 

Had they looked ahead a 
few years they probably would 
have imagined themselves as 
big wheels in the criminal 
world by now. They would have 
accumulated quite a poke and 
would be enjoying the prestige, 
the slick convertibles and the 
fancy women. 

But what happened to them? 

Berry, now 30 years old, a 
personable six-footer, is in se- 
rious trouble. It is all he can 
do to scrape enough money to- 
gether to hire the attorneys 
and- the bondsmen who are 
keeping him. on the street. 
Right now he is free on a 
$40,000 appeal bond. If he loses 
the appeal he will enter an Illi- 
nois prison to begin serving. a 
sentence of 10 to 20 years for 
armed robbery. 


A melancholy year has 
passed for his righthand 
man, Robert Emmett Burns, 
28. A blacksheep member of 
a good St. Louis family, 
Burns was committed to a 
cell in City Jail a year ago. 
He is still there pending his 
appeal of a 75-year sentence 
for assault with intent to 
murder, The charge srew 
out of an ill-fated robbery 
in which Burns was wounded 
and abandoned by his 
panicky pals. ~ 

Berry’s No. 3 man, Forrest 
Allen Parker, 27, is prob- 
ably the most spectacular 
failure who ever embarked 
on a criminal career in St.

Elianor Rose Garger into cus- 
tody. They were questioned 
and released. 

What makes the young gang- 
sters tick? The detectives who 
know them best don’t try to 
answer that one. Their job is 
to protect society, not to ex- 
plain criminal motivation. 
Leave that to the sociologists 
and penologists. 

In a raid on one of the 
Forest Park apartments last 
March policé did notice a 
well-thumbed paper-back copy 
of “Knock on Any Door” on 
a bed. It is the story of a boy 
born in the slums who could 
not rise above his surround- 


Burns was 13 years old when 
he got his first taste of con- 
finement, Berry was 16 and 
Parker 17. Like many other 


on a New York City street in 
1946. His sentence, 10 years 
in a New . York vocational in- 
stitution, indicates he had been 
in trouble as a juvenile.

He hung out in beer joints 
and bowling alleys. When he 
was still 13 he was sent to 
Bellefontaine Farms, a reform

iles. 


Bobby Burns had some ad- 
vantages other boys in his 
crowd did not have. His father 
was a steamfitter and obtained 
employment for his son in that 
field. Burns might have be- 
come a sports celebrity. He was 
an excellent bowler, with a 
190 average when he was only 
15. 


Very quickly Burns went 
from Bellefontaine Farms to the 
Missouri Training School for 
Boys at Boonville to the Algoa 
Reformatory to the Missouri 
Penitentiary. Once he chose 
a five-year prison sen- 
tence for robbery rather than 


serve in the Army. He turned, 


down a parole later, saying ,he 
did not wish to submit to the 
jurisdiction of a parole agent. 

Burns almost landed in the 

morgue twice. He was shot 
through a lung when he was 14, 
a Ladue policeman wounding 
him as he fled after abandon- 
ing a stolen car. He was 
wounded again last year in an 
attempted holdup.

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They Invented Car That Was Hailed 
As Best of Its Era, but Automobiles 
Run by Gasoline Finally Prevailed 


The story of the fabulous 
Stanley Steamer and the 
twins who invented and pro- 
duced it is told here by a 
sports car enthusiast and 
writer. The passing of the 
Steamer a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago marked the end of 
an era. The article is from 
“The Best From American 
Heritage.” 


AT THE TURN of the cen- 
tury, the American automobile 
industry was in a state of 
youthful indecision, Two 
courses lay open to it: the well- 
defined path of steam propul- 
sion, or the lesser known by- 
way of gasoline power. 

Steam was favored heavily 
by the early auto makers. In 
the year 1900 more than 1600 
steam cars were produced, 
compared to only 900 driven 
by gas. 


The course of an industry, 
however, is sometimes influ- 
enced by isolated incidents. 
Such an incident occurred in 
1907 at Ormond Beach, Fia., 
where a crowd had gathered to 
watch the annual speed trials. 


After a number of gasoline 
cars had made their runs, none 
reaching the 100-mile per hour 
mark, the Stanley Steamer en- 
try appeared. A frail vehicle 
on spindly wheels, it was 
dubbed by the press “the fly- 
ing teakettle.”’ 

As the steamer started, its 
low, soft whistle rose to a jet- 
like whine. Soon, according to 
its driver, Fred Marriott, the 


car surged up to 197 miles per 
hour, and then suddenly it hit

“T felt it lift 
and then rise clear off the 
ground and twist a little in the 
air,” Marriott remembered in 
later years. “It took off like an 
airplane, rose about 10 feet 
off the beach and traveled 100 
feet before it struck.” Mar-

Out of the wreckage was 
born anéther of the legends 
surrounding the Steamer, the 
best car of its era but the most 
misunderstood and maligned. 
No man, it was said, could hold 
open the throttle and stay with 
the Steamer. Anyone who 
could hold the throttle open for 
three minutes, went another 
story, would win $1000 from 
the company. Such stories, all 
false, persist to this day. 


THE TRUTH IS the Stanley 
Steamer was so constructed as 
to be impossible to blow up. 
Early models, however, did let 
off steam noisily. And the 
burners used to flood and shoot 
out smoke and flame, looking a 
lot more dangerous than they 
actually were. 

Such things contributed to 
the death of the Stanley 
Steamer in 1925. This was a sad 


passing, for the Steamer was 
the symbol of an individual- 
istic era. 


Appropriately, the highly in- 
dividualistic Steamer was the 
brain child of Francis E. and 
Freeland O. Stanley who were 
born in 1849 at Kingfield, 
Maine, as identical twins. One 
day in 1896, at a Massachusetts 
fair, they saw a “horseless 
carriage” and decided they 
could do better. 


Within a year, without pre- 
vious knowledge of steam 
engineering, F. E. Stanley 
turned out the first Stanley 
Steamer. Its brisk pace and 
silence impressed spectators. 
‘It was like watching a pair of 
pants run down the street with 
nobody in them,” an old-timer 
recalls. 

On the- other hand dogs, 
probably attracted by the super- 
sonic pitch of the Steamer’s 
burner, would run after it 
howling and barking. 

In 1899, the twins bought a 
factory at Newton, Mass., and 
launched what soon became 
known as the Stanley Motor 
Carriage Co. Orders for two\ 
hundred Steamers were re- 
ceived that first year but there

andmade 1897 Steamer. Two years later, they 


was nothing like mass produc- 
tion. Each craftsman was en- 
couraged to put into his cars 
something of his own individ- 
uality, and, unlike the twins, 
no two Steamers were ever 
exactly alike. 

Moreover a customer couldn't 
simply walk in and buy a 
Steamer. He had to be 
“screened.” If the Stanleys de- 
cided he-didn’t have the right 
personality for their car, they 
wouldn’t even take his order. 
Even if the order were ac- 
cepted, if the customer did any- 
thing to displease the Stanleys 
before production, he would be 
refused delivery. 


THAT WAS hardly the way to 
build a business. It is a meas- 


- ure of the Steamer’s worth that 


it sold as well and as long as it 
did, especially since none left 
the factory until paid for in 
hard cash. The price was high 
Pg day—about $2500 in 
1917. 


The Stanleys didn’t believe 
in advertising—none was placed 
until after they sold the busi- 
ness—nor would they give in 
to the demands of style and 
mass production. The lofty, 
solid Stanleys bore a resem- 
blance to a prairie schooner. 
The early models were almost 
always painted black, they had 
long rounded hoods and looked 
like coffins. 

Beneath the funereal exte- 
rior, however, beat a heart of 
mechanical ingenuity. The 
Steamer was—and still is—a 
model of engineering skill, 
combining comfort and econ- 
omy with almost unbelievable 


power and speed, Yet the 1916. 


model had only 32 moving parts. 


Under the floor boards was a 
20-gallon water tank. The water 
was pumped into a_ small, 
drumlike boiler under the 
hood. Bound with fine steel 
wire, it could easily take the 
600 pounds of pressure neces- 
sary for ordinary driving. Ac- 
tually, it was virtually impos- 
sible to burst.

small, seamless steel tubes con- 
veying heat that turned the 
water to steam. The cheaply 
operated kerosene burner 
worked on the blowtorch prin- 
ciple. 

The steam drove a _ two- 
cylinder horizontal engine, 
geared . to the rear 
axle, which almost literally had 
the power of a steam locomo- 
tive, although its horsepower 
rating was low. In a mile the 
engine turned over only 980 
times, compared to 4000 or 5000 
for an internal-combustion en- 


ne. 

<— the live steam had 
done its job, it was piped back 
to a condenser in the nose 
where it could be cooled, re- 
turned to the water tank and 
used again. Thus the steamer 
could go more than 600 miles 
without fresh water. 


THE STANLEY anticipated 
automatic transmission by near- 
ly half acentury. A touch of the 
throttle lever just beneath the 
steering wheel set the Steamer 
in silent motion. A speed as 
low as a mile an hour could 
be maintained all day without 
stalling. Another touch of the 


throttle would accelerate the 
car instantly. 
The Stanley could go as fast 


backward as forward, and could 
be thrown. into reverse at full 
speed ahead. Since the old-time 
rear-wheel brakes were none 
too efficient anyway, this quick 
reverse action was helpful in 
times of emergency. 


In its heyday, the Steamer’s 
acceleration was limited only 
by the amount of strain its 
wheels and structure could 
stand. As early as 1914 a Stan- 
ley went from 0 to 60 miles 
an hour in 11 seconds. This 
compares with the 11.7 seconds 
it takes a 310-horsepower mod- 
ern car to go from 0 to 60. 


It was at hill climbing, how- 
ever, that the Steamer first 
attracted nationwide notice. In 
1902 the first gasoline pow- 
ered car struggled up Mount 
Washington, the highest peak 
in New England, in less than 
two hours. F. E. Stanley 
promptly took a new model 
Stanley up in only 27 minutes. 

But the old Stanley had 
drawbacks. It sometimes took 
half an hour to get up steam. 
Although driving was easy, the 
firing up process was compli- 
cated. A bewildering arra; of 
gauges, valves and controls 
faced the driver’s seat. There 
was also the matter of the 
kerosene smell. 


The Stanley twins were 
badly shaken by the near dis- 
aster at Ormond Beach. The 
never built another racer and, 
in fact, tried to play down the 
speed potential of the Steamer. 

Not many years later, F. O. 
Stanley retired. Then, in 1918, 
F, E. Stanley, starting out on 
a trip in his Steamer, topped 
a hill and found the road 
blocked by two farm wagons. 
Rather than hit them, he 
turned off the road, crashed 
in the ditch and was killed in- 
stantly. His twin eventually 
died of a heart attack in 1940. 

The Stanley Motor Co. had 
long since passed into other 
hands. Sold in 1917, it lin- 
gered on a few years, out of 
tune with the fast changing 
times and lost without those 
dreamers and craftsmen, the 
Stanley twins. In 1925 the firm 
went out of business. Mass pro- 
duction and the internal com- 
bustion engine had won out 
over steam and individuality.

He didn’t hire a survey 
outfit to chemk the subway crowds as he was aiming at. 
He rode the subways himself during rush hours and looked 
over people’s shoulders to see what they were reading in 
his paper. Or, if they were reading somebody else’s paper, 
what they were reading. 

One vice-president wandering around the grass roots

He made the 
(4 most famous film ever ‘pro- 
me, duced, “The Birth of a Nation,” 
| in one vast swoop bringing the 
motion picture out of its fledg- 
| ling stage. 
i As Croy recounts, he made 
427 pictures, including the old 
‘D. W. GRIFFITH one-reelers he used to grind 
out two a week. Of these, seven 
were great—‘“The Birth of a Nation” (1915), “Intolerance” 
(1916), “Hearts of the World” (1918), “Broken Blossoms” (1919), 
“Way Down East” (1920), “Orphans of the Storm” (1922) and 
“Isn't Life Wonderful” (1924). Many were pot-boilers. His 
Pictures finally became failures. His last big one was “Abraham 
Lincoln,” with Walter Huston in 1930. He was out of step with 
the times after that. An industry eager to honor him ignored 
him otherwise, “tragically so,” as Mary Pickford says in her 
introduction. He died in 1948 at the age of 73. He had not 
made a picture in 16 years. 

This master of the camera was a disappointed writer: 
According to Croy, he despised the medium of the motion pic- 
ture as something for the unthinking masses. All his life he 
wanted to be a great playwright, an American Ibsen. Yet, the 
only play he ever had produced was a flop called “A Fool 
and a Girl,” presented by James K. Hackett with Fanny Ward 
as star for two dismal weeks in Washington in 1907 before it 
folded. His only published literary ‘output was a bad poem 
in Leslie’s Weekly in 1907, for which he received $6. He 
worked on his master play, “The Treadmill,” for 51 years. It 
was never produced. 


David Wark Griffith, a tall thin man with a 
hawk-like nose which he tried to make less noticeable 
by wearing a broad-brimmed floppy hat indoors and 
out, was destined by background and deep feeling to 
make “The Birth of a Nation.” He was born in the town 
of Crestwood, Ky., 17 miles from Louisville, in 1875. 
His family were former slave-owning plantation aristo- 
crates impoverished by the Civil War. His father had 
been “Roaring Jake” Griffith, a. Confederate cavalry 
leader who once in a battle in Tennessee, was shot off 
his horse and badly wounded, but commandeered a 
horse and buggy at pistol point and led a cavalry 
charge in the buggy. His father, who died 20 years 
after the ‘war from the effects of many wounds, deeply 
impressed David with his Shakespearean readings. 


DAVID, A DREAMER, wrote poetry and “yearned to tell 
of the great injustices of the world, to show how the South 
had been wronged.” He did not attend high school, but got a 
job as a hewspaper reporter in Louisville. Then he became 
an actor with a local stock company so he could learn to write 
plays. Ten years later he was still an obscure actor at the age 
of 32, touring with stock companies, a stiff, mechanical Thes- 
Pian with a resonant voice. 

To make a few dollars to support himself and his actress 
wife, he went to the despised medium of the movies, the old 
Edison Studio in the Bronx, to try to sell his screen version 
of “La Tosca.” Instead he got a two-day acting job, at $5 a 
day, playing a mountain climber in “Rescued from an Eagle's 
Nest,” in which he battled a stuffed turkey on wires, disguised 
as an eagle, to save a baby who had been carried to the nest. 

He drifted into a job as director at Biograph, and shocked 
the studio with his first picture, “The Adventures of Dolly,” 
because he picked up the camera and moved it around instead 
of just setting it down and photographing the action as a stage 


play. 


It was a constant battle between the austere, am- 
bitious young talent and the money men of the studio 
as they resisted his every innovation and advancement. 
But his pictures made money and they had to give in, 
even to such horrendous foolhardy experiments as a 
two-reeler, and a four-reeler that cost $36,000. Now an 
arrogant, domineering man known as “The Master,” he 
made many stars, such as Mary Pickford, the Gish 
sisters, Mae Marsh, Blanche Sweet, Richard Barth- 
lemess, Mable Normand, Henry B. Walthall and Joseph 
Schildkraut. 


HE REHEARSED HIS CASTS to exhaustion, something 
unheard of then. Once when he shook Mary Pickford violently 
because she acted “like a stick,” she bit him, and her sister 
Lottie pummeled him and screamed. He unexpectedly fired 
a pistol behind Lillian Gish’s ear to make her look frightened 
of Indians. 

He invented the closeup, the long shot, the vista shot, 
the vignette, the fade in, the fade out, the iris effect, angle 
shots, back lighting, cutting and editing. He made the camera 
a mobile, imaginative thing. He once explained to Mack 
Sennett the camera should be used to “punctuate the action,” 
and that “thought could be photographed.” 


Until “Way Down East” in 1920, he never used a x 
scenario or notes. He had it all in his head. Many of | 
the stories were his own, rejected by magazines. | 

WHEN HE DID “The Birth of a Nation,” the story of the 
Civil War and Reconstruction from the viewpoint of the South, | | 
his financial backers backed out after $50,000, and he had to | 
raise the remaining $60,000 privately. He used 16,000 extras, | 
and took it all with one camera. The vast panoramic battle 
gcenes have never been quite equalled. The picture created 
a huge controversy, a storm of protest over villifying the Negro, 
and “provoking hate.” It caused a racial clash in Boston, He 
was bewildered. He said he loved Negroes, and the villains 


were the white carpetbaggers. He believed he was merely tell- 


ing the true story of what happened, The film was a sensation, | 
a huge box osfice success which is still running here and tuere, | 
the first “road-show” movie at $2. He became one of the most | 


famous men in America. 


His “Intolerance,” tracing injustice over 2500 years, was, 


laid in four periods of time, linked by a cradle “éndlessly 
rocking,” as suggested by Whitman’s poem. He 
extras, built the walls of Babylon 300 feet high in Hollywood, | 

had golden chariots race over their tops, directed the gigantic | 
scenes from a balloon, In 14 months he made 300 reels, 70 
hours of film, and cut it to 13 reels. The money men didn't 
like it, and he took it off their hands for a million dollars, 
Although a great artistic success, it was a financial failure, 
and he spent seven years paying it off.

I think myself it was the greatest of bis works. . 

So it went. The man who told gigantic stories out of his 
head in the medium of the camera, never could get even a 
short story published, although he labored on writing at nights 
all his life.

Vandalism Extends to 
All Levels of Society —

FEW SUBJECTS IN THIS COLUMN recently have bro o 
greater reader response than our discussions of the of 
vandalism which seems to permeate America today in its at- 


titude toward its irreplaceable resources. 


It makes little difference 
nsists 


of tennis shoes or tin can into 
a crystal spring, in giving away 
for exploitation a pe of the 
public domain, or in poisoning 
a great river with sewage or 
industrial waste. The attitude 
is not limited to any special 
sector of the population or to 
any particular social, economic 
or other level. It begins in the 
very highest echelons of gov- 
ernment, extends through much 
of the business community, and 
includes individuals in every 
walk of life from the most ex- 
alted to the most depressed and 
primitive. 


THIS ATTITUDE which I 
describe as vandalism exists 
Gespite the constant and de- 

termined effort of countless 


ae of view. It 
pg oy to a degree where friends 
of ours om be have worked in 
this field for a full half-century 
look back over the long decades 
and say today, “This is where I 
came in.” 

This does not mean, of 
course, that they or the rest of 
us stop working. Mankind’s 
future looks black enough with- 
out that. Yet it can only be 
called a sad commen on the 
response of our people as a 
whole to a great challenge.

Very “few owned their own 
homes. Families moved all over 
town at that time and it was 
just about the busiest of the 
year for the husky ‘men and 
the huge, horse-drawn drays. 
Tt wasn’t often, in those days, 
that families moved from city 
to city, though they often were 
moving into town from the 
farm, occasionally moving batk 
to the country ... but almost 
never was it a very long trek,. 
and could be completed in a 
day. Moves made over great 
distances were cause for aban- 
doning almost all but a few 
treasured possessions, starting 
anew in a new location. 

Today, however, moving 
commonplace thing, over short

The upward trend in moving 
continued despite a- slowdown 
last year and has picked wp Fre 
newed speed. in i 
the business recess of 1958. 

Movers large and small report 
the pickup. For instance, Allied 
Van Lines, Inc., which is owned 
by some 750 agents, is showing 
shipments and tonnage better 
than 10 per cent ahead of 1958 
figures for the early months of 
the year, First quarter safety 
reports of the organization 
show nearly 2,000,000 miles 
additional travel while accident 
frequency fell to a new all-time 
record of 1.17 accident per 
100,000 miles for January, Feb- 
ruary and Match. 

The great American habit of 
seeking .out new and better 
homes has grown in the post- 
war years in line with the ex- 
Pansion of the economy. 

Requirements Change. 

Experts say that the housing 
requirements of a family change 
about every five years. In that 
= sizes of families change. 

ouses become either too large 
or too small. There is also the 
long time record of American 
ingenuity in coming up with 
new, useful conveniences in 
new homes difficult to find in 
older dwellings. 

The result is that approxi- 
mately 20 per cent of all fam- 
flies move during a given year, 
meaning that in a five-year 
period families equivalent to 
the total population seek and 
find new housing. 

The moving companies have 
kept pace, in transportation fa- 
cilities and modern packing 
and storage facilities. Allied 
Van Lines, for example, was 
formed originally to provide 
return loads for household 
vans when they first began to 
take to the highways in the 
twenties, moving from city to 
city. Today Allied and other 
organizations move household 
goods throughout the free 
world, by piggy back on rail- 
roads, by sea and air. 

Most of the moving, how- 
ever, remains purely local in 
character. It’s still a chore, 
but modern housewives using 
modern services available to 
them are beginning to accept 
the idea that the rewards of 
moving to a better home that 
fits their family are far great- 
er than the task. 

As hundreds of families ap- 
proach moving day this sprfhg, 
the experts suggest these tips 
as a checklist of things to do 
to make moving easier: 

Before You Move. 

Before you move, decide on 
a reputable mover. 

Charges for interstate mov- 
ers are substantially different 
from local hauls. On the inter- 
state moves, you pay by 

weight and the distance the 
load travels—but on the local 
move, hours of labor set the 
price. 

If you're moving out of the 
state, call a reliable mover to 
get the cents per hundred 
pounds charged for the dis- 
tance. Figure 1000 pounds a 
room; add $1.80 a hundred 
pounds for “accessorial charg- 
es’—packing, crating, etc.— 
and three per cent of the total 
for Federal tax. This will give 
you a very rough estimate of 
what the tab will be. 

The story is different if 
you're making a local move.

N ICEBREAKER SHIP steamed cautiously under the 
Jacques Cartier Bridge at Montreal, Canada, and 
a 50-year-old dream of the Great Lakes region 
became an actuality. The St. Lawrence Seaway was 
open. Inland lake ports — among them Rochester, Cleve- 
land, Chicago, Duluth—were linked to the Atlantic 
Ocean and the harbors of the world. Requiring five 
years to build, the $480,000,000 project is the biggest 
artificial waterway created since the Panama Canal. It 
serves an area of the United States that produces 45 per 
cent of the nation’s manufactured goods and 48 per cent 
of its farm output. The seaway, which will be closed by 
ice in winter, can handle ships drawing 2242 feet. When 
additional dredging is completed in 1962, it will be able 
to’ accommodate vessels drawing up to 25% feet, or 
about 80 per cent of the world’s merchant ships.

Moscow Ballet and the Great 
Ulanova Win Tremendous Ovation 
at Gala Opening in New York; 
Company Has 183-Year History

ONG RATED BY MANY as the world’s premier dance company, 
| Moscow's Bolshoi Ballet ned in New York to unprecedented 

fanfare and ticket sales. It was only the fourth time the famed 
183 - year-old troupe had performed outside Russia. Before it even 
arrived in the United States, its run was a virtual sellout. 

Choice seats, priced far above those for Broadway's top musicals, 
were $50 for opening night, $15 for succeeding performances. Even 
at the high prices, the office of Sol Hurok, the impresario who brought 
the ballet to this country, received about 900,000 requests for the 
165,000 available seats. en tickets went on public sale nine days 
before opening night, little was left. Customers, queued in long 
lines at the box office, had a choice of only a few undesirable seats 
— those with obstructed views, on the extreme sides, in the last 
balcony. 

As the excitement over the Bolshoi continued getting tickets be- 
came increasingly enticing to those who like to be a part of much- 
touted events. Many people who scrambled for tickets considered 
seeing the Bolshoi a triumph of initiative, influence and social dis- 
tinction. Scalpers were reported getting as high as $150 for a ticket. 

But there were, of course, the serious balletomanes for whom the 


Bolshoi was like a legend springing to life. Here was the culmination 
of the Russian ballet whose history is studded with names familiar 
to every ballet dancer— Pavlova, Nijinsky, Fokine, Diaghilev. And 
to top it all, American audiences were to see Galina Ulanova, the 
Bolshoi’s prima ballerina assoluta, who is ranked by many critics as 
the — living ballet dancer. 

e Bolshoi's first ap ance outside the Soviet Union was in 
London in 1956. It was followed by performances in Paris in 1957 
and in Brussels in 1958. For its American debut, the Bolshoi picked 
the cream of its dancers and repertoire. From its regular company 
of 250, it sent 120 top dancers, backed them with 37 tons of scenery, 


costumes and Sow ment. 

"Romeo fuliet,” starring 49-year-old Ulanova as the 14- 
year-old Juliet, was the Bolshoi’s premiere offering. The leading 
dance critics were lavish in their praise of Ulanova, but had reserva- 
tions about the ballet as a whole. Expecting, perhaps, a performance 
abounding in dazzling choreographic oy and something of the taut, 
brisk, urbanely polished Western ballet, audiences found a lengthy, 
rather slow-moving theatrical spectacle, florid in style and relying 
heavily on operatic pantomime.

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Preparing to Pry Into the Earth's Secrets 


Americans Plan to Drill 
Beneath Crust Layers in 
Mohole Project, Depicted 
Here in Its Final Stages

ITH THE AID of a whole new inven- 

tory Of equipment, scientists are 

loose secrets from fields that 

hitherto were beyond their reach. The most 

dramatic examples have been in the earth 

satellite programs of the United States and 

the Soviet Union. Now the two nations are 

embarked on projects to extract the first 

samples of material from beneath the earth's 

crust. This will be done by drilling far 
deeper than man has ever drilled before. 

A group of United States ships will start 
studies this month of a possible drilling site 
in the Atlantic Ocean north of Puerto Rico. 
The attempt to penetrate the crust will be 
made in an ocean area because the earth's 
shell is much thinner beneath the ocean than 
under land. Scientists believe there are 
places in the ocean where they can get be- 
neath the crust by drilling 18,000 feet. A 
50,000 - foot hole (twice the depth ever drilled 
on land) probably would be required on an 
ocean island, end one 100,000 feet d on 
acontinent. Besides the site off Puerto Rico, 
there are several likely locations in the Pa- 
cific Ocean.

tively soft sediment from plants and ani- | ? : 
mals—perhaps dating back to the origins 
of life. Core samples of the sediment could 
in themselves be of first-rank importance 
in helping piece together the history of life. 
The next layer should be the earth’s original 
surface, with its clues as to the origin of this 
planet and other parts of the solar system. 
Of a basaltic nature, this layer will extend 
down to the so-called mantle, that part of the 
earth forming a deep band beneath the crust. 
About 80 per cent of the earth's weight is 
believed to be mantle material, which is 
widely thought to be non-metallic rock. Be- 
neath the mantle are the earth’s outer and 
inner cores, probably consisting of molten 
and solid materials. The relationship of the 
various layers is shown in the small draw- 
ing at the-top of the page. 

The boundary between the crust and the 
mantle is called the Mohorovicic discontinu- 
ity (or Moho for short), where the nature of 
the material changes abruptly. The discon- 
tinuity is named for a Yugoslav seismologist 
who identified it through a study of earth- 
quake waves. Scientists from the National 
Academy of Sciences, who are planning the 
American project, refer to the important hole 
they hope to drill as the Mohole. Govern- 
ment funds are helping finance the prelim- 
inary studies. 

Although drilling equipment has: not 
been developed specifically: for the task, 
recent progress in off-shore oil drilling with 
a ship-borne rig has convinced scientists 
the job,can be done. They think an arrange- 
ment similar to the one illustrated, which has 
been used in 360 feet of water, can do the 
job. A permanent casing is installed in the 
sea floor, and drilling is done through the 
casing. It will be necessary to have a six- 
inch pipe to the casing from the drilling ship, 
which will be anchored. Indicative of the 
engineering problems presented is the fact 
that the pipe—nearly three miles long—will 
have to be flexible enough to withstand the 
motion of the ocean waters without break- 
ing. At times this is expected to be great 
enough to form loops. 

Little is known about Soviet progress in 
efforts to reach the mantle. It has been 
reported that the Soviet Academy of Sci- 
ences has a committee at work on such an 
undertaking. And in 1957 a Russian scien- 
tist said at a meeting in Canada that his 
nation possesses the necessary equipment 
and was looking for a site.

When their 5-year-old died in a hit-run crash, this family adc

sirors TO THE Max Ellerbusch family here 

y always were charmed most by 5-year-old Craig. 

Craig always greeted guests with grave courtesy. Under 

gentle persuasion, he would shyly show off clever car- 

icatures that had the stamp of real talent. He bubbled 
with chatter and energy. 

Someone, with thoughtless prophesy, once said 
Craig was “too good to live in a cruel world.” And so 
it seemed: six days before last Christmas, a dilapidated 
sedan swirled through a school crossing and crushed 
the blond-haired figure in the blue snowsuit. The 
driver, a joy-riding 15-year-old without d license, took 
a few faltering steps-toward the child, then scampered 
away on foot. Two hours later, Craig was dead. 

Having lost such a child, his parents might have 
been forgiven if-they had cried out for vengeance. 
Even if they had insisted simply that the law take its 
course—and for an unlicensed hit-run killer the 
course could have been severe—most Americans 
would have sympathized with them. 

But in their moment of great sorrow Max and Grace 
Ellerbusch proved to be no ordinary parents. Only 
momentarily did they give in to rancor, bitterness and 
hatred. Then, rising above their own grief, they ex- 
tended their hearts to a boy whose tragedy seemed 
equally great. That boy was Walter Kiser Jr., the youth 
whose driving had killed Craig. The couple became 
his spiritual parents. 

Eighteen days after the accident, Ellerbusch stood 
up before Judge Benjamin Schwartz in the Juvenile 
Court of Hamilton County and made a quiet speech: 
“To add more hatred and sorrow to what already ex- 
ists in the world would make me feel my son had died 
for nothing. But if we can help this boy to make some- 
thing of himself, Craig will not have died in vain.” 

While Walter turned pale and his mother wept, 
Ellerbusch outlined his offer: an after-school job in 
his precision-instruments plant, a guaranteed college 
education and a welcome into the family home. 


A Fresh Start 


To Walter, a lonely high-school sophomore from a 
poor and broken home, it offered a fresh start. A 
silent, shy boy, eaten by grief at the tragedy, he had 
felt the world closing in. Now hope flamed again. 

Reverend Evert Cremer, Ellerbusch’s minister, 
called the offer “the most striking demonstration of 
Christian love and forgiveness that I have ever seen.” 
Another clergyman said the act was “in the true spirit 
of the Sermon on the Mount.” 

Max and Grace Ellerbusch are a bit bewildered by 
such acclaim. The “adoption” was completely Max's 
idea, although his wife, the more religious, agreed 
whole-heartedly. “What would you have done?” her 
husband, an informal, good-natured man, asks rhetor- 
ically. “We only did. what was natural. Any human 


-_— being who thinks surely would have done the same.” 
Brotherly embrace is Walter Kiser’s greeting to Ruth Carol Ellerbusch, 3, sister of the boy he killed. Four months have passed since the “adoption.” To- 
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day, Walter lives with a married sister, but his life 
revolves around his new-found “family.” (“Wonderful 
people,” he breathes.) He spends two or three eve- 
nings a week with them, playing cards and pool with 
Diane, 11, and Michael, 8, or perching 3-year-old 
Ruth Carol on his shoulders. The three took him in 
immediately —“I just like him,” Diane says. 

Afternoons, he puts in 15 hours.a week as a ship- 
ping clerk in Ellerbusch’s factory. The company, Eller- 
busch Instrument Service, repairs micrometers, survey- 
ing instruments and other measuring devices, and also 
engineers and manufactures subminiature parts. “But 
Walter's got more to him than a job in a repair shop,” 
Ellerbusch says proudly. Under his spiritual father’s 
urging, Walter has doubled his study efforts to prepare 
for college. Weighing electronics against zoology, he 
wants to be ready for either. 


Obstacle: Memories 


Max and Grace Ellerbusch even have considered 
offering Walter a bedroom in their home so that he 
might have a better place to study. 

But one obstacle stands in their way: memories. 
“A piece of my life died with Craig,” says his mother, 
who still keeps his toys just as he dropped them in the 
backyard. Nor has Craig’s death been forgotten by the 
boy who killed him. 

“How can I forget it?” Walter blurted out recently. 
“Every time I go there I have this heavy guilty feeling. 
I look at those three kids playing and I think, ‘If it 
weren't for me, there'd be four of them.’ It just tears 
me up inside.” 

He treats the family with quiet restraint, and the 
Ellerbusches know he is thinking about the accident. 
It has been mentioned only once. Ruth Carol never 
had been told who Walter was, but somehow one fay 
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Big happy family brings together Walter and Ellerbusches. Walter often baby-sits for them.

she picked it up from her parents’ conversation. The 
next time Walter came, she accosted him angrily: 
“Why did you kill my big boy Craig?” 

“It was dreadful,” Ellerbusch says, with a shake of 
his head. “Walter just turned white—you could see 
the color leave his face. He was really shaken up for 
quite a while afterward. It must’ve been like opening 
a raw wound.” 

Sometimes, after such a moment, Ellerbusch won- 
ders if “adopting” Walter really was wise. A few critics 
have suggested the “adoption” is a form of daily re- 
venge from which Walter never can escape. Others 
have hinted that Ellerbusch wanted Walter to “re- 
place” his dead son. 

On that point, Ellerbusch is firm: “Some of us live 
a lifetime and never do anything. But in five years, 
Craig had done so much. He loved life, he loved 
people. No one ever could replace him.” 

On the day he died, Craig was as happy as ever. 
Hurrying along to catch Michael, he had been waved 
across the street by the 10-year-old school guard. Then 
the guard had tried to call him back, but Craig, con- 
fused, turned the wrong way, into the path of the car. 
The impact knocked him more than 50 feet. When 
his father arrived, it was obvious he was dying. 

Although too young to be licensed, Walter had been 
driving on the sly for a year. That morning, waking 
too late for school, he decided to shop around used-car 
lots for offers on the old sedan. His mother had dis- 
cussed selling the car to buy Christmas gifts; without 
telling her, he set out. Then, in an unfamiliar neigh- 
borhood, he made a wrong turn. It brought him to 
Jefferson Ave., near Schiel School, just at noon. 

“I saw the guard,” he says. “But I didn’t see the 
little boy. I heard a scream and felt a thud. The car 
swerved out of control and hit a parked car . . . Oh, I

was scared.” When Walter ran, the thud seemed to 
follow him. He could still hear it when he gave himself 
up in Lexington, Ky., that night. 

“When are they going to make juveniles accept re- 
sponsibility for the things they do?” Ellerbusch asked 
harshly the day of the accident. But sometime the 
next day, he had a moment—“call it a religious feel- 
ing, or God’s touch, if you want” —when “every bit of 
sorrow and sickness left me and in its place came a 
sensation of love.” Impulsively, he sent a Christmas 
cake to Walter’s family—“to show there was no bit- 
terness.” 

But he felt there had to be something more. “It 
was a critical point in a boy's life,” he explains. “His 
whole life could be wrecked by the shadow of that 
accident.” He and Grace spent long hours talking. 
They enlisted their minister to visit Walter and “see 
if he was a good boy or just a smart aleck.” When Mr. 
Cremer reported that Walter was truly broken up by 
the tragedy, Ellerbusch sent the minister back with his 
proposal to take over responsibility for the boy. 


“I Should Do Something for Them” 


Judge Schwartz was floored. Never, he said, had he 
run into such an attitude. As for Walter, he found the 
whole offer impossible to believe. “I told Mr. Cremer 
I'd accept gladly,” he says. “But I couldn’t understand 
-——what the heck, why should they be good to me? I 
had caused them such a terrible loss. It was me that 
should be trying to do something for them.” 

But when he heard the offer from Ellerbusch’s own 
lips—and Judge Schwartz placed him on probation to 
accept it— Walter took a vow of his own. “I'm going 
to try to bring them some consolation, to make up their 
loss to them somehow,” he said. 

Thus, today, he and his “adopted” parents reach 
out for each other, across the gulf that still holds them 
apart. They try to break through his feelings of guilt 
and his quiet restraint; he tries to console them for an 
inconsolable loss. 

As time passes, Max and Grace Ellerbusch say, the 
bond that links Walter to the family grows stronger. 
The memory of a bubbling little boy who spread sun- 
shine wherever he went will live in their hearts. But 
guilt and sorrow are dropping away. In their place 
comes a fine new relationship, based on kindness and 
generosity and Christian love. 

“People seem to think that what we've done is some- 


, thing unusual,” says Grace Ellerbusch. “If it is, then 


the whole world should be ashamed. How can we ever 
have peace on earth unless we do unto others as we 
would have them do unto us? To us, this is the only 
way to live. We think it is God’s way.” e

STAN HAS ALWAYS hit me good. I’m not sure about 
the actual figure, but I bet he has hit .500 against me 
during his career.

WHERE IN THE WORLL

WASHINGTON. 
One of the world’s newest and most exact 
sciences—the science of missiles and rock- 
etry—depends, in the end, on one of the 
oldest and most inexact. For you cannot 
fire a missile accurately unless you know 
exactly where you are and exactly where 
the target is. And knowledge of where in 
the world everyone really is—the ancient 
art of map-making—is pitifully peor. 

But improvement is on the way. Here, 
in a heavily guarded, antiseptic-looking 
building on the northern fringe of the cap- 
ital, a far-flung, 3,500-man operation now 
is trying to fill in some of the blanks. The 
Army Map Service of the Army Corps of 
Engineers has enlisted batteries of com- 
puters, information beeped back from 
earth satellites and brain-twisting techno- 
logy in its campaign for better maps. 

Ideally, the AMS would like to pinpoint 
the world until nothing is more than 30 
feet out of position. (On today’s most re- 
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liable maps, the average error is 300 feet. ) 
It would settle, however, for such maps of 
“certain selected areas”—presumably mili- 
tary target areas around the world. 

This is a formidable task. Most Ameri- 
cans would consider the U.S. well- 
mapped, but by AMS standards only 40 
per cent is mapped with precision. Only 
recently, for instance, did we learn the 
exact distance from Los Angeles to New 
York. (The figure: 2,451.76 miles from 
Los Angeles City Hall to the Empire State 
Building.) We do not yet know how far 
it is from El Paso, Cleveland or Fairbanks 
to Moscow or Leningrad. Our knowledge 
of the militarily important 49th state, 
Alaska, is almost zero by AMS standards. 


Exact Distances 


Even where exact location is known, 
such topographic details as height of 
mountains or depth of lakes may be lack- 
ing. And even when all these details are 
known for an area, they make up only 
one piece of a jigsaw puzzle. We may not

by electronic positioning devices. A bal- 
listic missile has no such help. Its course 
must be determined in advance, from 
maps,and its guiding gyroscope set beyond 
human correction. The slightest map er- 
ror, projected over the missile’s 5,000-mile 
course, could-cause a miss of scores or 
even hundreds of miles. 

It is logical to assume that we don't 
know where many Russian targets are in 
telation to our long-range missile bases— 
and that, in the event of war, our first 
ICBMs would have grave difficulty in find- 
ing their targets. Hopefully, the Russians 
may face the same problem in reverse. 

But recently there have been disquieting 
signs of a Soviet “crash program” in map- 
making. The Russians, according to au- 
thorities in the U.S., have a tradition of 
fine map work dating back to pre-Com- 
munist days.

A year ago, the Russians announced they 
had mapped the entire U.S.S.R., including 
Siberia, at a scale that would show the posi- 
tion of every farmhouse. Such a task seems al- 
most incredible, and many American authori- 
ties are skeptical. The question probably 
never will be solved since it is doubtful that 
the Russians would permit such a powerful 
“weapon” to fall into our hands. In Russia, 
having a detailed map is a capital offense. 

(The U.S. has other “weapons”: in 1945, 
the Army stumbled across a cache of maps of 
Russia captured by the Germans, whisked 
them away just as Russian tanks were bearing 
down on the spot.)

Bat one official estimate says that the 
Soviet is turning out yearly 500 geodesists— 
mathematics specialists who measure and de- 
termine the shape of the earth—to a half 
dozen a year for the U.S. Says one authority: 
“Seon we may hear less of the missile gap 
and more of the map gap.” 

Maps have been a problem for armies ever 
since the first warring caveman drew a dia- 
gram in the dust. George Washington com- 
plained of “a want of accyrate maps.” Na- 
poleon’s defeat at Waterloo has been attrib- 
uted to a swamp that was not on his map; 
misleading maps plagued Civil War generals 
on both sides. Marines at Tarawa suffered 
heavy losses because assault boats piled up on 
reefs no one knew were there. 

Poor maps have been a handicap in non- 
military fields, too. A few years ago, a trans- 
port plane in South America narrowly averted 
a crash when an unmapped, 14,000-foot 
mountain suddenly appeared in its path. Re- 
cently, the cartographic commission of the 
U.N. has been encouraging a world-wide 
project to rectify some of these errors. 

One reason for poor mapping in the past

has been man’s inability to look at more than 
a piece of the world at once—‘like a bug 
crawling on an apple,” Dr. John O'Keefe of 
AMS explains. But now earth satellites are 
changing this. Much valuable information 
has been obtained by tracking and triangulat- 
ing satellite orbits. New high-speed Bendix 
computers will help process this data. 

Postwar electronic devices — SHORAN, 
HIRAN and Minitrack — have made more 
exact measurement possible. The electro- 
optical geodimeter measures through a system 
of light and electrical impulses. With all 
these aids, the Map Service now is making 
plans to map the moon, mostly by use of 
satellite-mounted cameras. 

In the meantime, however, map-makers 
still must hack through jungles and mush 
through Arctic snows, using devices as an- 
cient as the surveyor’s theodolite. To these 
men, the old wisecrack, “You can’t get there 
from here,” is a matter of deadly reality. They 
know, better than anyone, that the survival 
of the free world may depend on where is 
“here” and where is “there.”

‘Insecure’ and ‘immature’ are

HOLLYWOOD. 
American men are insecure, materialistic, generous, 
immature, confused about their role in society. 

These qualities dominate the opinions of more than 
100 foreign beauties polled by parnape from coast to 
coast. Some of these women have been married for 
years to American husbands. Others are overseas act- 
resses and showgirls currently appearing in Naw ork, 
Chicago, Las Vegas and Hollywood. 

None of these girls pretend to be authorities on the 
subject, but most believe that insecurity _and imma- 
turity characterize the American men they have met 
or married. In contrast to men of their own countries, 
they hold that the average American male finds great 
difficulty in identifying his role in today’s society. 

“The American men I know,” says Berlin-born Lise 


Alben, a widow formerly married to a GI from Roch- 


ester, N.Y., “have not achieved a true sense of identity. 
They don’t knew who they really are or where they 
are going. They seem aimless in life. They don’t seem 
to know what matters. They all appear to be conform- 


_ ists, men wanting the same things, having the same 


symbols of success: a big car, a house in the suburbs, 
a membership in the country club. None of them dares 
to be a nonconformist or a revolutionary. They are so 
insecure that all they seem to want is the security of 
being like everybody else. 


Playing it Safe 


“In Europe I was raised to believe that American 
men were fearless pioneers, that they stepped out with 
a bold stride. This is not true. They are merely comfort- 


crazy individuals living by a philosophy of keeping up ~ 


with the Joneses. Over the past 10 years I have lived 
in upstate NeW York and in southern California, and 
the American man seems the same everywhere—he 


plays it safe.” 


Lilo Eichberg, a young German chorine from 
Munich who has played all over Europe in La Nouvelle 
Eve, a night-club revue new in Las Vegas, believes, in 
company with other foreign beauties in the troupe; 
that money obsesses the American male. 

“I have dated American men in France, Germany 
and the United States,” Lilo explains, “and almost al- 
ways the first thing they do is show me how much 
money they are carrying. They must prove immediately 
that they have money. The only security for American 
men seems to be in their money. 

“Since I have been in Las Vegas,” she continues, 
“I've been told, ‘Be nice to Mr. So-and-so. He has lots 
of money.’ No one says, ‘Be nice to Mr. So-and-so be- 
cause he isa kind and cultured gentleman!’ Always it 
is money. This is not true in Europe. A man in Eu- 
rope can be considered successful without money. But 
I do not know if this is true in America.” 

Although they accused the American male of being 
excessively materialistic, these foreign beauties agreed 
he was more generous than his foreign counterpart. 

“The American man,” says Nobu McCarthy of Japan,

“is by far the kindest man in the world. Also he is 
very happy-go-lucky and democratic. These are quali- 
ties that make him a good husband. In Japan men are 
the rulers, and they treat their wives as inferiors. 
That’s why I married an American.” ’ 

“Sure you Americans have your faults,” concedes 
Gabrielle Wood of England, “but Americans make the 
best husbands, and most of the girls overseas know it. 


_ That’s why there have been so many GI marriages. 


You read a lot about the unhappy marriages, but there 
have been thousands of successful ones. Americans 
are the most liberal husbands, and their foreign brides 
appreciate this.” . 

Several foreign beauties, discussing the relative im- 
maturity of the American male, explained that they 
had met few men in America who preferred music to 
movies, art galleries to athletic contests, They con- 
strued lack of culture as lack of maturity. 

June Wilkinson of London said that American men 
were juvenile in groups, but sophisticated when alone. 
“I’ve gone out with three men in a party,” she explains, 
“and all they do is horse around and act like kids, ‘Let's 
have a drink. Let’s go here. Let’s go there.’ Then I’ve 
gone out with just one of these same men, And he’s a 
completely different person, intelligent, sober, even 
profound. American men are ashamed to show any 
intellectualism in groups. I don’t know why this is, 
but it’s definitely true. Each has to prove to the others 
that he’s a regular fellow. In England men seem to do 
what they feel like. We do not have nearly the con- 
formism that there is in this country although our tra- 
ditions are older and stronger.” 


Decline of the Male 


In commenting on the differences between their ex- 
pectations and actualities of the American male, these 
foreign girls said thaf before they came to the United 
States they expected that most males would be aggres- 
sive, smiling, decisive, bold, active, resolute. Instead 
they have discovered that many American men are in- 
secure neurotics, subconsciously doubting their mas- 
culinity and confused about their basic manhood. 

“I was surprised,” says Sheika Moser, “to come to 
this country and find men who washed dishes, cooked 
meals, changed the baby’s diapers. You cannot have 
men doing women’s work and still remain men. Over a 
period of time there has to be a psychological change. 
You cannot get European men to wash clothes and 
wheel baby carriages. They just won't stand for that 
sort of thing.” 

The merger-of the male and female in the Ameri- 
can household was interpreted as a manifestation of 
the male’s decline. The solution to this offered by 
British actress Joan Collins was for American men to 
stop treating women as “buddies” and treat them as 
women. 

“The best thing the American man can do nowa- 
days,” declares Lise Alben, “is to assert himself in his 
relationship with women. He should not consider them 
as equals because women who are treated as equals 
naturally feel they must progress to positions of su- 
periority. That’s when you have a society dominated 
by women, and men become less and less manly, afraid 
of taking a chance, afraid of striking out, afraid of 
running the world.” 

In short, foreign girls who've come in contact with 
them don’t think too highly of American men. Are they 
right in their judgments and assessments? Or is it 
merely woman’s way to look at a man and immediately 
start thinking how she would like to make him over? &

WASHINGTON, D.C. 

Now that Alaska and Hawaii have 
earned their stars, is the flag complete? 
Or will we someday have a 5 Ist state? 
We might have had 51 today except 
for an accident of history. In 1822 the 
citizens of El Salvador sent three com- 
missioners to Washington to seek state- 
hood. They feared that a Mexican ty- 
rant, Emperor Iturbide, might seize 
their nation. But when Iturbide was 
overthrown (while the commissioners 
were en route to Washington ), El Sal- 
vador figured she now could get along 


without the United States and dropped 
her plans for statehood. 

Statehood, of course, is not to be had 
just for the asking—as patient Alaska 
and Hawaii have discovered. There are 
certain standards: A majority must de- 
sire statehood, the aspiring state must 
have the population and resources to 
support a government, its people should 
have common ties of language and cul- 
ture with the Union. 

Only a few areas meet some or all of 
these standards. The most likely candi- 
dates are listed on the opposite page.

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a §51st state? 


Puerto Rico—This tiny, teeming Caribbean island is 
now the only area with U.S. commonwealth status, a 
curious relationship that gives it the standing of a 
poor in-law. Uncle Sam supports the island’s economy 
with dollars, also gives its citizens the status of Ameri- 
can citizens. However, it doesn’t require them to pay 
income taxes. 

If Puerto Rico became a state, though, income-tax 
time would become an annual headache for Puerto 
Ricans, too. Nonetheless, many of them desire state- 
hood. One of the island’s two minority parties, for ex- 
ample, is called the Statehood Party. However, the 
majority of Puerto Ricans seem too well-satisfied with 
the present arrangement to want a change. And since 
most Puerto Ricans speak Spanish as their native 
tongue, there.is a language barrier. 


New York City—tThe nation’s largest city—with 12 
million people and a bustling commercial life—is big- 
ger and richer than many of the 50 states. Some city 
leaders, who charge that New York State collects more 
from the city in taxes than it gives back in appropria- 
tions, have seriously proposed carving a new state out 
of the five New York City boroughs. But nobody in 
Washington has paid them much heed. 


North California—Like the Carolinas and the Da- 
kotas, rapidly growing California could be split into 
two states. As a matter of fact, Siskiyou County in 
northern California tried to secede from the state in 
1944 after a dispute over its highway allotment. A 
delegation came to Washington with a petition for 
statehood, but was ignored. - 


Virgin tslands—tThis cluster of Caribbean islands, 
sold to the U.S. by Denmark in 1917 for $25 million, 
may someday qualify for statehood. But as of now, the 
50 islands, which must import even drinking water, 
are too poor. And the 30,000 inhabitants, who were 
granted citizenship in 1927, are too few. 


Panama Canal Zone—This strip across Panama is 
ruled and guarded by the United States. But most of 
its residents are Americans who have states of their 
own back home. Besides, the leaders of Panama— 
taking their cue from Egypt's seizure of the Suez Canal 
—would rather nationalize the Zone than turn it into 
a Yanqui state. 


Latin America—Before Fidel Castro took over, some 
Cuban officials had hinted to Washington that they 
would welcome commonwealth status, if not state- 
hood, Other Latin American countries, grown weary 
of rapacious dictators, might once have welcomed 
statehood. But today anti-American feeling is running 
too high for any Latin American leader even to sug- 
gest joining the Union. 


Pacific Isltands—We own a scattering of small islands 
in the South Pacific, some as far as 5,000 miles from 
San Francisco—Guam, the Samoas, Wake, dozens of 
others. But these possessions are too small and too 
remote even to be considered for statehood now. 

To sum up: The “babies” of the Union, Hawaii and 
Alaska, may have a younger sister someday—but that 
time still is a long way off. .

66T FED BE ALIVE Now if only he had listened to the 

H doctor.” How often you have heard remarks like 

that. Fortunately, failing to follow doctor's orders may not 

always—-or even frequently—result in death. But it can lead 
to needless pain, physical and emotional. 

An estimated 10 to 30 per cent of all patients in the U.S. 
fail to fill prescriptions or to take them faithfully. Not one in 
10 follows a diet for any length of time. 

PARADE asked typical Americans here in Dayton why 
(r.). In addition, doctors across the U.S.—from the Thayer 
Hospital, Waterville, Me., to Stanford University’s Medical 
Center, Palo Alto, Calif.—offered their opinions (below). 


1 It can’t happen to me. Lots of people are unswerving in 
their conviction that “it can happen to Joe but not to me,” 
so why listen to the doctor? They want to lock disease out of 
their minds—and with it, a bit of unpleasant reality. 


2 My habits are stronger than I am. Patients who feel 
this way (especially the overweight, cardiacs and ulcer 
cases ) seem to say to themselves, “The doctor doesn't_realize 
what he’s asking. Emotionally I am unable to discard years 
of habit and experience overnight.” 


3 I really can treat myself. These patients do treat them- 
selves according to their symptoms. They say, in effect: 
“Why follow the doctor's orders when I feel good? They 
apply only when I feel bad. Anyhow, they're a bother.” 


4 My doctor is wrong. “He gave me a prescription,” this 
patient says, “but my Uncle Louie took the same medicine 
and it made him sick. To heck with that. I listen to the vpice 
of experience.” And then there’s always the patient who 
believes erroneously that all drugs are unsafe. 


5 After seeing the doctor, I feel better. For many pa- 
tients, a visit to the doctor is, in itself, therapeutic. They feel 
rotten before the visit, far better afterward. So, they ration- 
alize that it’s unnecessary to listen to his instructions. 


6 Don’t sell me “prevention.” Many people simply refuse 
to believe that certain types of illness can be prevented. 
Thus, they go on living excessively, working themselves “to 
death” and scoffing at sound medical advice. 


7 I don’t want the world to know I'm sick. Pill-taking or 
diet restriction at home or with office companions tells the 
world you have a health problem. Many people balk at this 
—and in so doing neglect to heed the doctor. Some patients 


believe they will lose their jobs.if it becomes known that they | 


are “sliding” physically—even if only temporarily. 

8 I ecan’t understand the doctor. Doctors admit that some 
members of the profession have a tough time talking to pa- 
tients. They are vague; words come, but with difficulty. Re- 
sult: the patient isn’t convinced, or he fails to understand. 


9 [P'm not important, but my kids are. There's a hard 
core of grown-ups who feel they will weather any health 
problem. These people concentrate on having their young- 
sters live within the letter of the doctor’s law. 


10 I like to show him who’s boss. There are patients who 
take real delight in defying the doctor. Perhaps they enjoy 
the idea of playing Russian roulette with themselves. Some 
in this category even boast about their defiance.

Martin’ television show, television 
columnist William Ewald of United Press 
International said this: 


“Martin is an engaging hunk of lad. He 
oozes a kind of eccentric appeal—a loose- 
jointed masculinity coupled with a dollop of 
naughty boy.
